To amend further Section 32-9-20, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended by 
Act No. 93-308, H. 768, 1993 Regular Session (Acts 1993, p. 459), relating to the 
schedule of restrictions imposed on motor vehicles traveling on state highways, to 
provide for a waiver of penalties for excessive weight when a wrecker or tow truck 
is required to remove a disabled motor vehicle from a highway to a repair shop. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 32-9-20, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended by Act No. 
93-308, H. 768, 1993 Regular Session (Acts 1993, p. 459), is amended further to 
read as follows: 


"§32-9-20. 


"It ehalt-be is unlawful for any person to drive or move on any highway in this 
state any vehicle or vehicles of a size or weight except in accordance with the 
following provisions: 


"(1) WIDTH. Vehicles and combinations of vehicles, operating on highways 
with traffic lanes 12 feet or more in width, shall not exceed a total outside width, 
including any load thereon, of 102 inches, exclusive of mirrors or other safety 
devices approved by the State-Highway Department of Transportation. The 
direeter Director of the State-Highway Department of Transportation may, in his or 
her discretion, designate other public highways for use by vehicles and loads with 
total outside widths not exceeding 102 inches, otherwise; vehicles and 
combinations of vehicles, operating on highways with traffic lanes less than 12 
feet in width, shall not exceed a total outside width, including any load thereon, of 
96 inches, exclusive of mirrors or other safety devices approved by the State 
Highway Department of Transportation. No passenger vehicle shall carry any load 
extending beyond the line of the fenders. No vehicle hauling forest products or 
culvert pipe on any highway in this state shall have a load exceeding 102 inches in 
width. 


"(2) HEIGHT. No vehicle or semitrailer or trailer shall exceed in height 13 
1/2 feet, including load. 
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"(3) LENGTH. No vehicle shall exceed in length 40 feet; except, that the 
length of a truck-semitrailer combination, semitrailers, including load, used in a 
truck tractor-semitrailer combination, shall not exceed 57 feet and semitrailers and 
trailers, including load, used in a truck tractor-semitrailer-trailer combination, shall 
not exceed 28 1/2 feet each. Semitrailers exceeding 53 1/2 feet shall only be 
operated on highways designated pursuant to Section 32-9-1 and shall only be 
operated when the distance between the kingpin of the semitrailer and the 
rearmost axle or a point midway between the two rear axles, if the two rear axies 
are tandem axles, does not exceed 41 feet and if the semitrailer is equipped with a 
rear underride guard of a substantial construction consisting of a continuous 
lateral beam extending to within four inches of the lateral extremities of the 
semitrailer and located not more than 22 inches from the surface as measured 
with the semitrailers empty and on a level surface. For purposes of enforcement 
of this subdivision, lengths of semitrailers and trailers refer to the cargo carrying 
portion of the unit. Truck tractor units used exclusively in combinations 
transporting motor vehicles may directly carry a portion of the cargo, provided that 
the combinations are restricted to truck tractor-semitrailer combinations only and 
provided further that the overall length of these particular combinations shall not 
exceed 65 feet; except that the overall length of stinger-steered type units shall 
not exceed 75 feet. No truck tractor-semitrailer combination used exclusively for 
transporting motor vehicles shall carry any load extending more than three feet 
beyond the front or four feet beyond the rear of the combination. No other vehicle 
operated on a highway shall carry any load extending more than a total of five feet 
beyond both the front and rear, inclusive, of the vehicle. 


"(4) WEIGHT. 


“a. The gross weight imposed on the highway by the wheels of any one 
axle of a vehicle shall not exceed 20,000 pounds, or such other weight, if any, as 
may be permitted by federal law to keep the state from losing federal funds; 
provided, that inadequate bridges shall be posted to define load limits. 


"b. For the purpose of this section, an axle load shall be defined as the total 
load transmitted to the road by all wheels whose centers are included between 
two paralle! transverse vertical planes 40 inches apart, extending across the full 
width of the vehicle. 


"c. Subject to the limit upon the weight imposed upon the highway through 
any one axle as set forth herein, the total weight with load imposed upon the 
highway by all the axles of a vehicle or combination of vehicles shall not exceed 
the gross weight given for the respective distances between the first and last axle 
of the vehicle or combination of vehicles, measured longitudinally to the nearest 
foot as set forth in the following table:

"Except as provided by special permits, no vehicle or combination of 
vehicles exceeding the gross weights specified above shall be permitted to travel 
on the public highways within the State of Alabama. 


"No vehicle or combination of vehicles shall be permitted to operate on any 
portion of the Interstate Highway System of Alabama that shall have a greater 
weight than 20,000 pounds carried on any one axle, including all enforcement 
tolerances, or with a tandem axle weight in excess of 34,000 pounds, including all 
enforcement tolerances, or with an overall gross weight on a group of two or more 
consecutive axles produced by application of the following formula: 


W = 500 (LN/N-1 + 12N + 36) 


where W = overall gross weight on any group of two or more consecutive axles to 
the nearest 500 pounds, L = distance in feet between the extreme of any group of 
two or more consecutive axles, and N = number of axles in group under 
consideration; except, that two consecutive sets of tandem axles may carry a 
gross load of 34,000 pounds each, provided the overall distance between the first 
and last axles of the consecutive sets of tandem axles is 36 feet or more; 
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provided, that the overall gross weight may not exceed 80,000 pounds, including 
all enforcement tolerances. Nothing in this section shall be construed as permit- 
ting size or weight limits on the National System of Interstate and Defense 
Highways in this state in excess of those permitted under 23 U.S.C. Section 127. 
If the federal government prescribes or adopts vehicle size or weight limits greater 
than or less than those now prescribed by 23 U.S.C. Section 127 for the national 
system of interstate and defense highways, the increased or decreased limits shall 
become effective on the national system of interstate and defense highways in this 
state. Nothing in this section shall be construed to deny the operation of any 
vehicle or combination of vehicles that could be lawfully operated upon the 
highways and roads of this state on January 4, 1975. 


“d. For purposes of enforcement of subdivision (4) efthie-seetien, all scaled 
weights shall be deemed to have a margin of error of 10 percent of the true gross 
or axle weights. 


"e. Dump trucks, dump trailers, concrete mixing trucks, fuel oil, gasoline 
trucks, and trucks designated and constructed for special type work or use shall 
not be made to conform to the axle spacing requirements of paragraph (4)c ofthis 
seotion; provided, that the vehicle shall be limited to a weight of 20,000 pounds 
per axle plus scale tolerances; and, provided further, that the maximum gross 
weight of the vehicles shall not exceed the maximum weight allowed by this 
section for the appropriate number of axles, irrespective of the distance between 
axles, plus allowable scale tolerances. All axles shall be brake equipped. Con- 
crete mixing trucks which operate within 50 miles of their home base shall not be 
required to conform to the requirements of paragraph (4)a of this-seetion; 
provided, that the vehicles shall be limited to a maximum load of the rated capacity 
of the concrete mixer, the true gross load not to exceed 66,000 pounds, and all 
the vehicles shall have at least three axles, each with brake equipped wheels. It 
shall be a violation if the vehicles named under this subdivision travel upon 
bridges designated and posted by the highway director as incapable of carrying 
the load. 


"f. If the driver of any vehicle can comply with the weight requirements of 
this section by shifting or equalizing the load on all wheels or axles and does so 
when requested by the proper authority, the driver shall not be held to be 
operating in violation of this section. 


"g. When portable scales are used in the enforcement of the-previsions-ef 
this section, the axles of any vehicle described or commonly referred to as tandem 
or triaxle rigs or units (that is, vehicles having two or more axles in addition to a 
steering axle), the group of tandem or triaxles shall be weighed simultaneously, 
and.the total weight se-derived shall be divided by the number of axles weighed in 
the group to arrive at the per axle weight, except that if any one axle in the group 
exceeds 20,000 pounds in weight, it shall not exceed the weight of any other axle 
in the group by more than 50 percent. When portable scales are used to 
determine the weight of a vehicle pursuant to this section, the operator of the 
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vehicle wit shall be permitted to move the vehicle to the nearest platform scales 
certified by the Department of Agriculture and Industries and operated by a 
bonded operator within a distance of 10 highway miles, accompanied by an 
enforcement officer to verify the accuracy of the portable scales used in determin- 
ing the vehicle weight. If the weight of the vehicle is shown by the platform scales 
to be within the legal limits of this section, the operator of the vehicle shall not be 
held to be in violation of this section. 


"h. The governing body of a county, by appropriate resolution, may autho- 
rize limitations less than those prescribed herein for vehicles operated upon the 
highways of the county. 


"i. The State-Highway Department of Transportation may post or limit any 
road or bridge to weights less than those prescribed by this section. It is the 
legislative intent and purpose that this section be rigidly enforced by the State 
Highway Department of Transportation, the Department of Public Safety and any 
other authorized law enforcement officers of the state, any county, or city and 
incorporated towns. 


"j. Two and three axle vehicles being used exclusively for the purpose of 
transporting agricultural commodities or products to and from a farm and for 
agricultural purposes relating to the operation and maintenance of a farm by any 
farmer, custom harvester, or husbandman may not be made to conform to the axle 
requirements of paragraph (4)a efthis-seetien or the gross weight requirements of 
paragraph (4)c efthis-seetion. 


"k. No penalty shall be assessed to either vehicle or the driver whenever a 
motor vehicle becomes disabled upon the highway and a wrecker or tow truck is 
required to remove it to a repair shop or other appropriate location and the 
combined size or weights of the two vehicles and the loads thereon exceed the 
maximum allowable size or weights, if the size and weight of the towed vehicle is 
consistent with statutory requirements. This exception shall not apply to the load 
limits for bridges or culverts established by the Department of Transportation.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

In addition to the authority granted by Section 11-43-7.1, Code of 
Alabama 1975, the council or other governing body of any Class 1 municipality 
may grant to the members of the council or governing body, an additional amount 
of money monthly for expenses incurred by the members when attending to the 
business of the municipality within its corporate limits. The maximum amount of 
the additional expense allowance shall be three hundred thirty-three dollars and 
thirty-three cents ($333.33) per month and shall become effective at the beginning 
of the next term of office for each member. 


Section 2. Notwithstanding all other provisions of law, at the beginning of 
the next term of office, any council or governing body member may elect in writing 
to have the expense allowances authorized by Section 1 of this act and Section 
11-43-7.1, Code of Alabama 1975, become subject to the withholding of any 
employee contribution required to be paid into the trust fund of any pension or 
retirement system in which the member is eligible to participate. A council or 
governing body member may also elect in writing, within the first 10 days of a new 
term of office which begins after the effective date of this act, to pay into the 
pension or retirement system trust fund the required contribution on any expense 
allowances previously received by the member during all or any portion of the 
three-month period prior to the member’s payment election, together with interest 
at the rate of eight percent per annum thereon computed from the date of receipt 
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of the allowance to the date of payment. If either or both of the elections is made 
by a member of the governing body or council, the expense allowances on which 
employee contributions are paid into the retirement plan trust fund shall be consid- 
ered together with all salaries received by the member, from which the required 
employee contribution was likewise withheld and paid into the retirement trust 
fund, to determine the base amount on which any retirement benefits or 
allowances to which the council or governing body member may be entitled shall 
be computed as provided under the retirement system. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act shall not be construed to prevent any 
member of the council or governing body from being reimbursed for actual 
expenses incurred by the member in connection with any travel on municipal 
business beyond the corporate limits of the municipality, and the amount Incurred 
shall not accrue against the monetary amounts provided in Section 1 of this act, 
nor shall the reimbursement for the amount incurred be eligible for pension system 
withholding or be considered in determining pension or retirement benefits or 
allowances.

(3) Development of policy recommendations to address the problem of 
Alzheimer's disease in Alabama covering all of the following areas: 


(a) Financial assistance and social supports to patients and families. 
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(b) Improved patient care and services. 

(c) Increased public awareness. 

(d) Research. 

(e) Improved coordination of state activities. 
(f) Education. 

(g) Legislative initiatives. 


The committee shall compile a report containing findings, proposals, and 
recommendations regarding the problems specified herein. 


The committee shall be composed of the Commissioner of the Department 
of Mental Health and Mental Retardation or the designee of the commissioner; the 
Director of the Bureau of Geriatric Psychiatry, Department of Mental Health; the 
Director of the Department of Finance or the designee of the director; the Commis- 
sioner of the Medicaid Agency or the designee of the commissioner; the Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Human Resources or the designee of the 
commissioner; the Commissioner of the Commission on Aging or the designee of 
the commissioner; the State Health Officer or the designee of the officer; three 
members of the House of Representatives appointed by the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives; three members of the Senate appointed by Presiding Officer 
of the Senate; and eight family caregivers or community providers, or both, 
appointed by the chair of the committee. 


The chair of the committee shall be the Director of the Bureau of Geriatric 
Psychiatry, Department of Mental Health. The committee shall provide for its own 
rules of procedure to conduct its business and shall meet at the call of the chair. 


The committee may also secure outside resources, consultants, or council, 
as needed, to assist in the performance of its duties. 


The state agencies and departments represented on the committee shall 
provide necessary clerical and technical assistants who shall serve without 
additional compensation. The committee shall report its findings and 
recommendations to the Legislature. 


In order to continue the work of the Joint Continuing Legislative Study 
Committee on Alzheimer’s Disease and develop a state plan to address the unmet 
needs of the 52,000 Alabamians with dementia, each agency shall respond to the 
Joint Continuing Legislative Study Committee by September 30, 1994, and shall 
include the following information: 


(1) The Commission on Aging and the Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation shall develop a plan for a statewide sitter registry with appro- 
priate training of personnel. 
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(2) The State Health Planning Agency shall examine the need for all types 
of trained health professionals and facilities to care for dementia victims. 


(3) The Alabama Commission on Higher Education should determine the 
most appropriate way to train adequate numbers of health professionals to care 
for dementia victims. 

(4) The Alabama Department of Public Health, the State Health Planning 
Agency, and the State Medicaid Agency shall assess the need for dementia 
special care nursing home units. 

(5) The Alabama Department of Public Health shall access the need for 
adequately staffed, licensed, and assisted living facilities tft can care for demen- 
tia victims.

To make appropriations for the support, maintenance and development of 
public education in Alabama, for debt service, and capital outlay for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1995. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public educa- 


tion in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, for debt service, 
and for capital outlay to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Section 
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2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4 of this Act. For the purpose 
specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by 
programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so as to include 
estimated sources of funds other than those listed in subsection (a) of Section 2 of 
this Act. For the purpose of this Act, "ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and "Federal and Local Funds" shall mean all gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United 
States, municipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public 
School Fund and are hereby made for the support of public education in Alabama 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, and the appropriations herein 
made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the 
Budget and Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-4-80 et 
seq.), the provisions of The Budget Management Act of 1976 (Code of Alabama 
1975, Sections 41-19-1 et seq.), and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 


(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns "Earmarked Funds” and 
"Appropriation Total" are as set forth for the purpose of establishing amounts 
estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other than those 
listed in subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, upon consideration of such other 
funds so estimated to be available, to promote the accountability for an efficient 
use of funds available and are hereby appropriated by the Legislature.

No other funds provided herein for the public schools, 
including funds for Other Current Expenses, transportation and salaries of the 
Minimum Program and Financial Assistance Program and/or for support personnel 
salaries, shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the 
direct control, employment, and supervision of local boards of education. No 
funds provided herein for the two-year postsecondary schools under the auspices 
of the State Board of Education shall be used for the payment of any salaries of 
personnel not under the direct control, employment and supervision of said 
institutions. 


SECTION 6. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including 
grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or 
officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same 
are recurring, are reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, 
commission, agency, institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or 
purposes for which the grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all 
state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such 
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sums as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the 
State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially defray 
the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby 
appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through the fund established 
by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 7. The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions 
on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of any 
and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/or the State 
Board of Education in this act, whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant 
therefor. Furthermore, the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education may submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of 
warrants to students receiving financial assistance to attend postsecondary 
educational institutions. All other appropriations in this act shall be paid after 
proper requisitions are made on the State Comptroller in the manner now provided 
by law. 


SECTION 8. It is the intent of the Legislature that all lunchroom workers’ 
salaries funded from the Other Current Expense line in the Minimum Program and 
Financial Assistance Program be fully funded by local school boards from these 
state funds and not just from funds generated by lunchroom sales. 


SECTION 9. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any 
law authorizing or permitting any college, schooi or other education or eleemosy- 
nary Institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, tuitions, 
charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are now or may 
hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The receiving college, 
school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts for such receipts or 
shall maintain a system of accounting which will show a cash flow of such receipts 
received under the provision of this appropriation. 


SECTION 10. The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, 
offices, commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said 
departments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to 
make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in the amounts 
enumerated in the general appropriation act for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1995. All agencies enumerated in this act that receive services from other 
governmental agencies enumerated in the general appropriations act shall make 
full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the Department of Finance) for 
such services. 


SECTION 11. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropria- 
tion other than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 
41-4-93, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal year immediately 
following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to 
the credit of the ASETF or earmarked fund from which the appropriation or 
appropriations were made.

SECTION 12. (a) Funds appropriated from the ASETF or earmarked state 
funds in this act to any state department, division, board, bureau, commission, 
agency, institution, or office (with the exception of local boards of education and 
postsecondary institutions of education) shall not be expended for the purchase or 
lease of automotive vehicles.

model of the vehicle, standard equipment on the vehicle, optional equipment on 
the vehicle, and a complete inventory of all state motor vehicles assigned to, being 
used by, or being leased by the state school, college, department, agency, or like 
institution receiving funds under this act, and shall also submit an inventory report 
of all motor vehicles that it operates that do not have state vehicle identification 
license tags. 


SECTION 13. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or

For the purpose of this Act, "ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and "Federal and Local Funds” shail mean all gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United 
States, municipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public 
School Fund and are hereby made for the support of public education in Alabama 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, and the appropriations herein 
made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the 
Budget and Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-4-80 et 
seq.), the provisions of The Budget Management Act of 1976 (Code of Alabama 
1975, Sections 41-19-1 et seq.), and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 
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(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns "Earmarked Funds” and 
"Appropriation Tota!" are as set forth for the purpose of establishing amounts 
estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other than those 
listed in subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, upon consideration of such other 
funds so estimated to be available, to promote the accountability for an efficient 
use of funds available and are hereby appropriated by the Legislature. Provided, 
however, that regardless of the ending date of any pay period which has been or 
may be established by the Legislature for the payment of salaries of state 
employees, the entire payment due shall be made from the fiscal year’s appropria- 
tion in which the pay date falls.

SECTION 5. No other funds provided herein for the public schools, 
including funds for Other Current Expenses, transportation and salaries of the 
Minimum Program and Financial Assistance Program and/or for support personnel 
salaries, shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the 
direct control, employment, and supervision of local boards of education. No 
funds provided herein for the two-year postsecondary schools under the auspices 
of the State Board of Education shall be used for the payment of any salaries of 
personne! not under the direct control, employment and supervision of said 
institutions. 


SECTION 6. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including 
grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or 
officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same 
are recurring, are reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, 
commission, agency, institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or 
purposes for which the grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all 
state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such 
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sums as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the 
State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially defray 
the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby 
appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through the fund established 
by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 7. The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions 
on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of any 
and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/or the State 
Board of Education in this act, whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant 
therefor. Furthermore, the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education may submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of 
warrants to students receiving financial assistance to attend postsecondary 
educational institutions. Ail other appropriations in this act shall be paid after 
proper requisitions are made on the State Comptroller in the manner now provided 
by law. 


SECTION 8. It is the intent of the Legislature that all lunchroom workers’ 
salaries funded from the Other Current Expense line in the Minimum Program and 
Financial Assistance Program be fully funded by local school boards from these 
state funds and not from funds generated by lunchroom sales. 


SECTION 9. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any 
law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or eleemosy- 
nary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, tuitions, 
charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are now or may 
hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The receiving college, 
school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts for such receipts or 
shall maintain a system of accounting which will show a cash flow of such receipts 
received under the provision of this appropriation. 


SECTION 10. The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, 
offices, commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said 
departments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to 
make the transfer of funds to the State Personne! Department in the amounts 
enumerated in the general appropriation act for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1995. All agencies enumerated in this act that receive services from other 
governmental agencies enumerated in the general appropriations act shall make 
full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the Department of Finance) for 
such services. 


SECTION 11. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropria- 
tion other than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 
41-4-93, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal year immediately 
following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to 
the credit of the ASETF or earmarked fund from which the appropriation or 
appropriations were made. 
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SECTION 12. (a) Funds appropriated from the ASETF or earmarked state 
funds in this act to any state department, division, board, bureau, commission, 
agency, institution, or office (with the exception of local boards of education and 
postsecondary institutions of education) shall not be expended for the purchase or 
lease of automotive vehicles. A state agency funded from the ASETF or 
earmarked state funds in this act may request to purchase or lease automotive 
vehicles for emergency purposes. The request shail be made in writing to the 
Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and Means, 
and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation. The 
request shall explain the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the 
emergency need for the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by 
the Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation prior 
to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle.

(c) On the last day of this fiscal year, each state school, college, department, 
agency, or like institution receiving funds under this act shall file a report with the 
Legislature detailing purchases of new motor vehicles during the fiscal year, 
including complete information on the date of purchase, make and model of the 
vehicle, standard equipment on the vehicle, optional equipment on the vehicle, 
and a complete inventory of all state motor vehicles assigned to, being used by, or 
being leased by the state school, college, department, agency, or like institution 
receiving funds under this act, and shall also submit an inventory report of all 
motor vehicles that it operates that do not have state vehicle identification license 
tags. 


SECTION 13. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or 
portion of this act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein made be held 
unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision or portion of this act or any other appropriation or 
appropriations or portion thereof hereby made not in and of itself unconstitutional 
or invalid. 


SECTION 14. All laws and parts of laws, general, special, private or local in 
conflict with or inconsistent with the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby expressly repealed. 


SECTION 15. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1994.

(1) The petition shall state the name of the proposed district. 


(2) The petition for election on the establishment of a district may be 
accompanied by a petition for a referendum on the question of levying a proposed 
service charge, signed by the required number of qualified property owners 
residing within the proposed district. A petition for an election on the establish- 
ment of a district shall be deemed to be accompanied by a petition for an election 
on the question of levying a proposed service charge, if the request for the elec- 
tion on the proposed district and the request for an election on the proposed 
service charge are combined in a single petition. 


Section 5. When a petition for the holding of an election is filed with the 
judge of probate, the judge of probate shall order the election sought by the 
petition to be held on a day not less than 30 days nor more than 40 calendar days 
from the date on which the judge of probate enters the order.

The 
district shall not be obligated to pay or allow any fees, taxes, or costs to the judge 
of probate with respect to its incorporation, the amendment of its certificate of 
incorporation, or the recording of a document. The provisions of Section 11 shall 
be retroactive and shall apply from the date the district was first established. 


Section 12. (a) The expense of establishing and maintaining a district shall 
be paid for by the proceeds of a service charge which shall be levied and collected 
in an amount sufficient to pay the expense. The service charge shall be levied 
upon and collected from persons and properties served by the system. The 
charge shall be a personal obligation of the owner of the property served by the 
system, and to secure the collection of the charge there shall be a lien against the 
property in favor of the district, which lien shall be enforceable by sale thereof in 
the manner in which the foreclosure of a municipal assessment for public 
improvements is authorized. 


(b) A property owner who owns a structure, used solely as a residence, 
which at the time of its original construction was situated on a county line, may 
avoid the payment of a service charge which is based upon the presence of the 
structure, if (1) between January 1, 1993, and the effective date of this act, the 
structure was not assessed for taxes in Tallapoosa County; (2) between January 
1, 1993, and the effective date of this act any homestead exemption was not 
claimed for the structure in reduction of taxes assessed in Tallapoosa County, (3) 
the property owner furnishes proof to the district, of an agreement between the 
property owner and another district or municipality located in the county within 
whose boundaries the remaining portion the structure is located, to provide fire 
fighting and emergency medical services to the property of the property owner so 
long as the structure is existent; and (4) the property owner furnishes to the 
district, a. an irrevocable waiver of liability absolving the district from any and all 
liability for failure to respond to call for fire fighting or emergency medical services 
to any portion of the property of the property owner contiguous to the aforesaid 
structure, and b. an agreement that any service charges imposed with respect to 
future construction on the property shall constitute a lien upon the entire property 
located within the district, including the property upon which the residence is 
situated. 


(c) The provisions of subsection (b) shall be applied retroactively in respect 
of unpaid service charges if (1) in the opinion of the board of directors the waiving 
of previously imposed service charges will have no significant impact on the 
financial viability of the district; and (2) the district has long term debt outstanding, 
the aggregate amount of which is a retroactive waiver for all properties covered by 
subsection (b) is no more than one-tenth of one percent of the amount of such 
long term debt then outstanding. 
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Section 13. No service charge shall be levied unless the same has been 
first approved by the majority of the votes cast at an election held by the qualified 
electors residing within the district, or within the proposed district. Any increase in 
a service charge shall be submitted by petition to the judge of probate and 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors in the same manner as provided 
for the formation of a district. No proposal for an increase shall be submitted for a 
vote until two years after the submission of a prior proposed increase. 


An election on the question of levying a service charge in a proposed district 
may be held at the same time that the election is held on the creation of the 
district, provided the petition for the election on the question of the service charge 
accompanies the petition for the election on the establishment of the proposed 
district as provided in Section 4. 


The petition shall state specifically the charge proposed to be levied. The 
petition may request that an election be held on more than one proposed charge. 
In the event more than one proposed service charge is proposed to be submitted 
regarding any proposed increase, the first question on the ballot shall be whether 
or not voters voting in the referendum favor any increase or desire that the service 
charge remain the same. The service charge shall not be increased unless a 
majority of the voters voting in the referendum favor an increase. In addition, any 
proposed service charge shall be approved by a majority of the voters voting ina 
referendum on any proposed alternative service charge. Upon the petition being 
filed with the judge of probate, the judge of probate shall order an election to be 
held with the time provided for by Section 5. Notice of election shall be given as 
provided by Section 7. 


Section 14. (a) A district may be enlarged, provided that no area lying 
within a municipality at the time of the enlargement shall be brought within the 
district. 


(b) No area shall be brought within a district by enlargement unless the 
majority of the votes cast at the election provided for by subsection (c), approve 
the inclusion of the area within the district at the time of election. 


(c) When the board of directors of a district determines that the inclusion of 
a proposed area within the district would be to the advantage of the district and 
also to the advantage of the majority of the property owners of the proposed area, 
the board of directors may file in the office of the judge of probate a petition, 
signed by two-thirds of the property owners, that there be an election in the 
proposed area at which there shall be submitted to the qualified electors residing 
within the proposed area the question of whether the proposed areas shall be 
included within the district and also the question of whether every service charge 
in effect within the district at the time of the election is approved. Upon the petition 
being filed, the judge of probate shail order an election to be held within the 
proposed area, within the time provided for in Section 5, at which election the 
qualified electors residing within the proposed area shall vote on the two foregoing 
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questions. Uniess the majority of votes cast at the election vote in the affirmative 
on each of the foregoing questions, the proposed area shall not be included within 
the district. Upon the canvassing of the returns by the officers of the election 
certifying that a majority of votes cast was in favor of the inclusion of the proposed 
area in the district, and that the majority of the votes cast approved every service 
charge in effect within the district at the time of the election, the proposed area 
shall become a part of the district. 


Section 15. Any district may be abolished in the manner provided for in this 
section; provided, however, no district shall be abolished or diminished when it 
has any indebtedness. 


Upon the petition for abolition of a district, being filed with the judge of 
probate, the judge of probate shall order an election on abolition of the district to 
be held in the district within the time provided for by Section 4. The qualified 
electors residing within the district shall be entitled to vote in the election. The 
petition shall be signed by at least 100 qualified property owners of the district. It 
shall contain a recital that the district is not indebted, and it shall request the judge 
of probate to order an election on whether the district shall be abolished. Upon 
the officers’ canvassing the returns of the votes that abolition of the district was 
approved by a majority of the votes cast at the election, the district shall be 
abolished. 


Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 18. This act shall become effective upon the adoption of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing the provisions of the act.

Robert Boyd Smallwood, a resident of Chickasaw, Alabama, since 1928, whose 


zest for life was only surpassed by his concern and compassion for his fellowman;

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WHEREAS, the number of civic endeavors in which Mr. Smallwood 
participated are incalculable; they include service as city civil defense chairman, 
representative to the Alabama Coastal Board, secretary and treasurer of the 
Mobile County Municipal Association, member of the Mobile County Democratic 
Committee for 25 years, member of the board of the Chickasaw Chamber of 
Commerce for 11 years, member of the Chickasaw City Council, serving on 
seven different councils under three mayors during 23 years, a participant on the 
police, recreation, finance, public improvement and maintenance committees of 
the City of Chickasaw, and member of the Utilities Board; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Smallwood was an invaluable employee of Internationa! 
Paper Company for 40 years, serving as a superintendent at the time of 
retirement, and was a charter member of the International Brotherhood of 
Papermakers Union Local #265, from 1933 to 1953, serving as President for 10 
years; and 


WHEREAS, Robert Smallwood was admirably devoted to his faith; he was a 
charter member of the Chickasaw Methodist Church and served as a trustee, 
member of the Council on Ministries, board member, President of the Men’s Club, 
and as an active member of the Men’s Bible Study Class; he was also dedicated 
to his family and in 1979, the Smallwoods were named "Family of the Year"; and 


WHEREAS, other affiliations of Mr. Smallwood included the Kiwanis Club, 
Chickasaw School PTA, Chickasaw Lodge No. 894, past patron of John B. 
Shearer Chapter No. 517, Knight Templar, and the A.A.O.N.M.S. Abba Temple, 
each of which he served with his extraordinary enthusiasm and energy; and 


WHEREAS, in later life Robert Smallwood remained committed and 
connected to the civic and charitable affairs of his city; he delivered lunches for the 
Meals on Wheels Program and was an active member of the Salvation Army 
Board; and 


WHEREAS, R. B. Smallwood was a participant, not an observer; boxing was 
his sport in his early years as an amateur and semi-professional and, as always, 
his participation led to service; in 1980, he received an award from the Alabama 
Amateur Boxing Officials Association in recognition of his contributions to the 
sport; he also was an accomplished diver, from the top of the trestle over the 
Chickasabogue Creek, he performed swan dives, half gainers, and other dives; in 
his fifties he would demonstrate these aerial feats to the amazement of his 
children, the astonishment of his friends, and for his own sense of 
accomplishment; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Smallwood was a naturalist and environmentalist long 
before such interests were in style, he was motivated by the love of the outdoors 
and was a good steward of the abundant natural bounty and beauty of his region; 
and 
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WHEREAS, next to his faith and his family, Mr. Smallwood’s greatest love 
was the Chickasabogue Creek; he knew the creek like he knew his city; he knew 
every bird, bug, and beast of the bogues and bayous; he knew the coves, 
courses, currents, channels, and canals of the creek and he knew the pleasures it 
provided--boating, diving, picnicking, swimming, fishing, hiking, hunting, and 
houseboating; and 


WHEREAS, Robert Smallwood researched and authored a history of the 
"Early Days of Chickasaw," stating that the Chickasaw Indians would come 
annually to the area; they called his creek "Oka-ishto” or "Great Water" and used it 
as the gateway to Mobile Bay and the Gulf of Mexico and as a highway for their 
floundering and oystering expeditions; and 


WHEREAS, one of Mr. Smallwood’s favorite poems was "The Magic of the 
Chickasa"; it reminds us of the old legend that if one tastes the water of the 
Chickasa one becomes so attached to this stream and to the region through which 
it flows that even though he leaves, he will always long to return; the last stanza 
reads: 


"What have you done, bright Chickasa? 
What spell is on me cast? 
For by some wondrous mystic law, 
You draw me, hold me fast.”

WHEREAS, in 1984, Robert Smallwood stated "Anything I've ever wanted to

AN ACT 


To amend Section 16-5-8, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide for a uniform 
articulation agreement among all institutions of higher education and a statewide 
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general studies curriculum; to provide for the computation of grade point averages 
of certain transferred students; to specify that this act shall not impede the 
objectives of historically black institutions; to provide for implementation condi- 
tioned on the participation of certain institutions; and to specify certain reporting 
requirements. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 16-5-8, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to read as 
follows: 


"§16-5-8. 


"(a) The commission on higher education is authorized to review periodically 
all new and existing programs and units of instruction, research, and public service 
funded by state appropriations at the state universities and colleges and to share 
with the appropriate governing board, through the president of the institution, and 
state legislature, its recommendations. 


*(b) The commission shall seek through the use of advisory committees to 
study needless duplication of education, research, or service programs and 
programs which are not adequately provided in the state, and shall make findings 
and recommendations to the institutions, the governor, and the legislature that 
would strengthen the total program of higher education in the state. 


"(c) The governing boards of public institutions of higher education in this 
state and the campuses under their governance or supervision shall not hereafter 
undertake the establishment of any new unit or program of instruction for 
academic credit with state funds before submitting plans for the new unit or 
program to the commission for its review, evaluation, and approval. No state funds 
shall be expended by any public institution on any new unit or program of instruc- 
tion which has not been approved by the commission. Any sueh plan submitted to 
the commission, or its staff, Rewever, and not receiving final action by the 
commission within 10 months of submission shall be considered approved. The 
term ‘new unit of instruction,’ includes the establishment of a college, school, 
division or institute, and includes the establishment of any new branch or campus. 
The term does not include reasonable extensions or alterations of existing 
curricula, or programs which have a direct relationship to existing programs;-and 
the . The commission may, under its rulemaking power, define the character of 
sueh the reasonable extensions and alterations. 


"(d) The commission shall have the authority to authorize and regulate off- 
campus offerings, new or existing. An exception to this off-campus authority is 
provided for the branch campuses of universities or branch campuses of junior 
colleges in existence at the time of passage of this chapter whose fall 1978 
registrations exceeded 500 class enrollments and branch campuses of universities 
operating prior to 1960. For those branches which began operating since 1960, 
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the commission shall present its recommendation for the continuation or termina- 
tion of each branch with full findings of fact to the legislature before a public joint 
meeting of the education committees of the house and senate no later than the 
fifth legislative day of the 1981 regular session of the legislature. In making sueh 
the recommendation, the commission shall not use the ratio of full-time faculty to 
part-time faculty and/or a requirement to attend the main campus for degree 
completion as a part of its judgment of the quality of a program or branch campus. 
The education committee of each house shall report to its respective house with a 
concurrence or nonconcurrence on each recommendation of the commission. 
Debate on each recommendation shall be limited to one hour of continuous 
uninterrupted discussion for each recommendation and at the end of sueh the 
time, it shall be mandatory that the president of the senate and the speaker of the 
house shall in their respective houses call for a recorded vote. Sueh The resolu- 
tion by simple majority of both houses is required to affirm a commission recom- 
mendation. No more than one branch shall be continued or terminated in one 
resolution. 


"(e) The computerized advisement system for students operated by Troy 
State University which includes a comprehensive undergraduate program and 
course information for all public two-year and four-year institutions of higher 
education, existing on the effective date of this amendatory act, shall ensure 
students at each two-year institution accredited by the Southern Association’s 
Commission on Colleges, the opportunity to enter into a contract with a four-year 
institution guaranteeing the transfer of credit earned for courses taken at the 
two-year institution pursuant to the terms of the contract provided the student is 
admitted to the four-year institution. Under this contract, all agreed upon credits 
transferred from a two-year institution to a four-year institution shall fulfill degree 
requirements at the four-year institution as if they were earned at the four-year 
institution. Information regarding this advisement and contracting program shall 
be included in the official catalog of each institution of higher education. All public 
two-year and four-year institutions in the state accredited by the Commission on 
Colleges shail participate in this system. 


"In addition, there is created an articulation and general studies committee 
which shall consist of ten members composed as follows: two representing the 
state’s regional universities, three representing the state’s two-year colleges (one 
of whom shall be black), one representing each of the following: Auburn 
University, the University of Alabama System, the University of South Alabama, 
Alabama State University, and Alabama A&M University. The Executive Director 
of the Alabama Commission on Higher Education and the Director of the 
computerized advising system operated by Troy State University shall serve as 
nonvoting members. 


"Unless provided by the governing board of the respective institution, the 
representatives to the articulation and general studies committee shall be selected 
in the following manner: The presidents of the state’s regional universities shall 


select the two representatives of these institutions on the committee. The State 
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Board of Education shall select the representatives of the state’s two-year colleges 
on the committee. The Chancellor of the University of Alabama System and the 
Presidents of Auburn University, the University of South Alabama, Alabama State 
University, and Alabama A&M University shall each select the representative of 
their institutions on the committee. It is the intent of the Legislature that women be 
represented on the committee. This committee, utilizing whatever resources and 
task forces it deems appropriate, shall develop no later than September 1, 1998, a 
statewide freshman and sophomore level general studies curriculum to be taken at 
all colleges and universities. Nothing herein shall be interpreted as restricting any 
institution from requiring additional general studies courses beyond the statewide 
general studies curriculum. 


"This committee shall also develop and adopt no later than September 1, 
1999, for the freshman and sophomore years, a statewide articulation agreement 
for the transfer of credit among all public institutions of higher education. Under 
this articulation agreement, all applicable credits transferred from a two-year 
institution to a four-year institution shail fulfill degree requirements at the four-year 
institution as if they were earned at the four-year institution. The committee shall 
further examine the need for a uniform course numbering system, course titles, 
and descriptions. 


"A four-fifths vote of the entire voting membership of the committee shall be 
required for the adoption of the articulation agreement and general studies curricu- 
lum. Upon adoption of the articulation agreement and general studies curriculum, 
this committee shall continue its duty and authority prescribed herein. The com- 
mittee shall meet at least annually, or at other times as convened by the chair. 
The committee shall elect annually a chair from its membership. The chair of the 
committee shall rotate annually between a representative of the four-year 
institutions and a representative of the two-year institutions. 


"In case of problems in the administration or interpretation of the articulation 
agreement or the general studies curriculum, institutions shall present the problem 
to the articulation and general studies committee for resolution. A majority deci- 
sion of the committee shall be final and binding. 


"The budget recommendation of the commission shall not include an 
appropriation for institutions of higher education violating the stipulations of this 


section. 


"¢e) (f) Nothing in this or any section, however, shall be construed to prohibit 
any institution of higher education in this state from seeking and securing by 
separate bill the approval of the legislature for any new unit or program of 
instruction, research or public service denied approval by the commission, in 
which case the action of the legislature, when approved by the governor or 
otherwise upon becoming law, is final. 


"¢§ (g) Colleges and universities conducting off-campus offerings on military 
reservations are exempt from the commission’s regulatory review and approval 
authority for those offerings on the military reservation.” 
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Section 2. Nothing in this act shall be deemed to require a public institution 
to include any grades earned at another institution in the computation of a 
student's grade point average at that institution. However, if any public institution 
includes freshman and sophomore level course grades earned at any other public 
institution in the computation of a student’s grade point average, all freshman and 
sophomore level course grades earned at all public institutions shall be included in 
the computation. 


Section 3. Nothing in this act shall be interpreted or used in any way to 
discourage or impede the efforts or abilities of the historically black institutions or 
their officials to carry out the mandates and objectives of federal court decrees 
and to provide equal access for all citizens of Alabama to full benefits of higher 
education. 


Section 4. It is the intent of the Legislature that all two-year and four-year 
institutions of higher education in the state comply with the intent of this act and 
the guidelines developed pursuant to it (unless otherwise exempted by this act). 
In the event of noncompliance by any institution governed by a board of trustees 
established by the Constitution with the statewide articulation agreement as 
provided in this act of the 1994 Regular Session amending Section 16-5-8 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, no other two-year or four-year institution shall be required 
to comply with the statewide articulation agreement. These two-year and four- 
year institutions shall continue to comply with all other provisions of Section 
16-5-8, Code of Alabama 1975. The Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
shall notify the Legislative Council, the governing body of each four-year 
institution, and the State Board of Education within 30 days of any failure to 
comply with this act or guidelines. 


Section 5. Pursuant to Sections 16-5-7 and 16-5-8 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, the Alabama Commission on Higher Education shall make regular reports to 
the Legislature regarding the implementation of this act. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. if any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

shall be self-executing; modifies the constitutional provisions governing the levy 
and use of the state income tax, and provides for various other matters concerning 
the administration and funding of public education in the state.

To amend Section 8-22-16, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that 
30 percent of any penalties collected in an action to enforce the provisions of the 
act brought by a district attorney shall go to the office of the district attorney which 
brought the action. 


Representative Higginbotham, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 132. (With Amendments): To provide for certain definitions; to provide 
that with certain exceptions, it shall be unlawful for a juvenile to be in possession 
of a pistol; to provide that it shall be a crime for a parent or guardian to 
intentionally, knowingly, or recklessly to provide a pistol to a juvenile or fail to stop 
the commission of certain crimes by the juvenile; to provide certain penalties; to 
provide for the enhancement of the offense for an adult who has in the past been 
adjudicated as a juvenile offender for the commission of certain crimes; to create a 
rebuttable presumption that a juvenile would present a serious threat of substantial 
harm to himself or herself or the community; to provide for a minimum mandatory 
period of detention for a juvenile adjudicated as a juvenile offender for the 
commission of a crime that would have been a misdemeanor; to provide that if a 
person is convicted of violating this act or is adjudicated as a juvenile offender, 
than a judgement for cost shall be entered in favor of the state; and to provide 
penalties for the violation of the offenses created by this act. 


Representative Higginbotham, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on

to amend Section 36-22-16, Code of Alabama 1975, which relates to the minimum 
compensation to be paid to sheriffs so as to provide for an increase in that com- 
pensation. 


Representative Beasley, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Business and Labor, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 814. To amend Section 25-4-78 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating 
to disqualifications for unemployment compensation benefits, to provide for 
disqualification of unemployment compensation benefits due to dismissal for 
testing positive for the use of illegal drugs. 
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Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Health, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 795. (With Amendment): To amend Sections 34-24-290, 34-24-292, and 
34-24-293, Code of Alabama 1975; to define certain terms; to authorize assistants 
to physicians to prescribe legend drugs; to authorize the Board of Medical 
Examiners to establish guidelines for the prescribing of legend drugs; and to 
establish a formulary of drugs to be prescribed. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Health, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendments, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

H. 541. (With Amendments): To require that certain persons employed as 
insurance agents or brokers of insurance by insurers take continuing education 
courses; to establish standards for continuing education programs; to provide 
certain exceptions; to provide for compliance form filing fees and late filing fees to 
be paid by agents and brokers, education course provider filing and renewal fees, 
education course or program approval filing fees, education course instructor filing 
fees, and that all of these fees be deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of a 
fund to be known as the "Insurance Agents and Brokers Continuing Education

WHEREAS, herein grievously recorded by the Legislature of Alabama is the 
lamentable death of Levi Watkins of Montgomery, Alabama, on March 3, 1994, at 
the age of 84 years; and 


WHEREAS, Levi Watkins served with great distinction as president of 
Alabama State University from 1962 to 1981; and 


WHEREAS, Levi Watkins held the title President Emeritus after his retire- 
ment until his death on March 3, 1994; and 


WHEREAS, education, in general, and Alabama State University, in 
particular, lost a great friend with the death of President Emeritus Watkins; and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins provided 19 years of leadership at 
Alabama State University that led to the university’s receiving two major 
accreditations, one from the Southern Association of Colleges and Schools in 
1966 and one from the National Council for Accreditation of Teacher Education in 
1973; and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins was well-known for his manage- 
ment skills and, upon assuming the duties of president, immediately implemented 
an administrative restructuring, including creation of a central purchasing office, a 
new accounting system and a movable equipment inventory; and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins took the campus from a $10 million 
value in 1962 to a $43.6 million value in 1981; and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins constructed 12 new buildings and 
renovated 5 major buildings at the university during his administration; and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins established the first Alabama State 
University President’s Award in 1964; and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins’ leadership influenced Governor 
George C. Wallace to proclaim December 15, 1966, Alabama State College Day; 
and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins was a progressive administrator, 
hiring the first woman vice president at the university in 1972, and the first woman 
academic dean in 1976, integrating the ASU faculty in 1967 for the first time since 
1904, and enrolling and graduating the first white student in 1970; and 
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WHEREAS, during the turbulent 1960s, colleges and universities were torn 
apart by disquiet, dissension, protests and violence, but President Emeritus 
Watkins’ good crisis management kept violence from Alabama State University;

WHEREAS, under the leadership of President Emeritus Watkins, university 
status was conferred on June 26, 1969; and 


WHEREAS, Alabama State University’s Air Force ROTC program was 
activated in June 1971; and 


WHEREAS, President Emeritus Watkins saw the first board of trustees 
appointed at Alabama State University in 1976, thus removing the institution from 
the control of the State Board of Education; and 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature named the Levi Watkins Learning 
Center for the President Emeritus in 1976; and 


WHEREAS, during 1979-80, Alabama State University’s basketball team 
was number one in the nation; and 


WHEREAS, at the age of 75, the President Emeritus was asked to serve as 
Interim President of Bishop College in Texas; and 


WHEREAS, this Kentucky native, born January 15, 1910, has written his 
memoirs, titled Fighting Hard, published his presidential papers, and has written a 
definitive history of the institution that is scheduled for publication; and

AN ACT 


To amend Sections 40-12-240 and 40-12-264, Code of Alabama 1975, to 
add new definitions; to provide further for the number available and the fee 
payable for a demonstration license plate; to provide for the creation of manufac- 
turer license plates, and levying a fee for manufacturer license plates; to distribute 
proceeds of the fees; and to provide penalties for violations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 40-12-240 and 40-12-264, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
amended to read as follows: 
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"§40-12-240. 


“For the purpose of this article, the following terms shall have the respective 
meanings ascribed by this section: 


"(2} (1) ESTABLISHED PLACE OF BUSINESS. A place actually occupied 
either continuously or at regular periods at or from which a business or a part 
thereof is transacted. 


{3} (2) FARM TRACTOR. Every motor vehicle designed and used primarily 
as a farm implement for drawing plows, mowing machines, and other implements 
designed and used for agricultural purposes and only incidentally moved upon 
public highways. 


"(3) FULL-TIME SALESPERSON. A person whose principal income is 
derived from selling motor vehicles for a licensed dealer and the income is 


reflected on the dealership payroll for the withholding of income taxes on income 
derived from motor vehicle sales. 


"(4) GROSS VEHICLE WEIGHT. Whenever used in Section 40-12-248, or 
elsewhere in this section, the empty weight of the truck or truck tractor, plus the 
heaviest load to be carried and, in the case of combinations, the empty weight of 
the heaviest trailer with which the power unit shall be placed in combination, plus 
the heaviest load to be carried. The intent being that all licenses which are levied 
on the basis of the ’gross vehicle weight’ of the vehicle plus the heaviest load to be 
carried, as 'gross vehicle weight’ is hereinabove defined, shalt be collected and 


enforced uniformly andinthe-same-way. 


"(5) JITNEY BUS. A motor vehicle engaged in the business of carrying 
passengers for hire over, along, and upon a definite or substantially fixed route or 
routes, in the incorporated limits of any municipality or within 10 miles thereof, 
except where-such-vehicie-is vehicles operated in conjunction with or in lieu of a 
street railway system or duly franchised bus operation authorized by the governing 
body of a city and the Alabama Public Service Commission-altsueh. All motor 
vehicles that are excepted in-the-exeeption-clause-oHhis-definiion-being are 
subject to the license tax specified In subsection (a) of section 40-I2-246. 


"€4 (6) MOTORCYCLE. Every motor vehicle designed to travel on not more 
than three wheels in contact with the ground, including motor scooters and motor 
bicycles, but not including farm tractors. 
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"(6} (7) MOTOR VEHICLE. Every vehicle which is self-propelled, every 
vehicle which is propelled by electric power frem-everhead-trolley-wires, and every 


vehicle that is drawn by a self-propelled vehicle, including every trailer and semi- 
trailer. 


"(8) MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER. Every person currently licensed under 
Section 40-12-3990, et. seq. as amended, as a new motor vehicle dealer, as a used 
motor vehicle dealer, or licensed under Section 40-12-169 and engaged in the 
business of buying, selling, or exchanging of trailers, semitrailers, or manufactured 


homes. 


"(9) MOTOR VEHICLE MANUFACTURER. Every person engaged in the 
business of constructing or assembling vehicles or manufactured homes with 
manufacturing facilities located within this state. 


"(10) MOTOR VEHICLE REBUILDER. Any person engaged in the business 
of making or causing to be made extensive repairs, replacements, or combinations 
of different motor vehicles to the extent of extinguishing the identity of the original 
vehicle to the extent that the finished motor vehicle is required to be assigned a 


new identification to be issued by the Department of Revenue under Chapter 8 of 
Title 32. 


"(11) MOTOR VEHICLE RECONDITIONER. Any person engaged in the 
business of refurbishing, repairing, or replacing damaged parts of motor vehicles 
for the purpose of preparing the vehicle for resale under the same identification 
and identity that the vehicle bore before the refurbishing. 


"(12) MOTOR VEHICLE WHOLESALER. Any person engaged in the 
business of buying, selling, or exchanging motor vehicles at wholesale to motor 
vehicle dealers, as defined in this article, and not to the public. 


"{8} (13) MUNICIPALITY. Any incorporated city or town in this state. 

"¢9) (14) NONRESIDENT. Every person who is not a resident of this state. 

*€40) (15) OWNER. Any of the following: 

"a. A person or persons holding the legal title to a motor vehicle}. 

"b. The mortgagor or conditional vendee of a vehicle that is the subject of a 
chattel mortgage or an agreement for the conditional sale thereof or other like 
agreement with the right of purchase upon performance of the conditions stated in 
the agreement and with the immediate right of possession vested in the mortgagor 


or conditional vendee,-and. 


"c. The lessee of a vehicle owned by the United States of America or any of 
its agencies or instrumentalities. 
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"(42} (16) PERSON. Every individual, firm, partnership, association, estate, 
trust, or corporation, and the receiver, assignee, agent, administrator, or other 
representative of any of them. 


"(44 (17) PRIVATE PASSENGER AUTOMOBILE. Every motor vehicle 
designed primarily for the transportation of nine persons or less except the 
following: 


"a. Motorcycles;. 
“b. Motor vehicles used in the transportation of persons for hire;. 
"c. Trailers or semitrailers;er. 


"d. Self-propelled campers or house cars;andjaciudes-alse including every 
motor vehicle of the type usually referred to as a bus which is owned and operated 
by an individual for personal or private use and not for hire, rent, or compensation. 
Motor trucks of the type commonly known as ‘pickups’ or ’pickup trucks,’ 
regardless of the use made of any such motor trucks and regardless of whether 
the owner thereof owns or has access to any other mode of transportation, shall 
not be deemed to constitute a private passenger automobile. 


"€3} (18) PUBLIC HIGHWAY. Every highway, road, street, alley, lane, 
court, place, trail, drive, bridge, viaduct, or trestle, located either within a munici- 
pality or in unincorporated territory, and laid out or erected as-suech by the public or 
dedicated or abandoned to the public or intended for use by or for the public. The 
term ’public highway’ shall apply to and include driveways upon the grounds of 
universities, colleges, schools, and institutions, but shall not be-deemed-te include 
private driveways, private roads, or private places not intended for use by the 
public. 


"¢23} (19) SELF-PROPELLED CAMPERS OR HOUSE CARS. A self- 
propelled motor vehicle designed and used primarily for mobile living quarters. 
The living quarters on self-propelled campers or house cars are constructed as an 
integral part of the motor vehicle and are not detachable. Self-propelled campers 
or house eares cars are commonly known as motor homes.

"(48} (24) TRAVEL TRAILER. A vehicle without motive power, designed and 
constructed as a camping vehicle or a temporary dwelling, living, or sleeping place 
drawn by a private passenger automobile or a pickup truck, but not including 
folding or collapsible camping trailers included within the definition of utility trailer, 
nor manufactured homes as defined in Section 40-12-255(n). 


"(49) (25) TRUCK. Every self-propelled motor vehicle designed and used 
primarily for the transportation of property in or upon its own structure, every self- 
propelled motor vehicle of the types known as ‘campers’ and "house cars’, and 
every vehicle of the type commonly called a wrecker, which is used to move 
disabled motor vehicles for repair, storage, and other purposes. 


"(20} (26) TRUCK TRACTOR. Every motor vehicle designed and used 
primarily for drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to carry a load other 
than a part of the weight of the vehicles and load so drawn. 


"¢24} (27) UTILITY TRAILER. A trailer primarily designed to be drawn by a 
passenger car or pickup truck, including luggage trailers, folding or collapsible 
camping trailers, and other small trailers of similar size and function, but shall not 
include boat trailers. 


"(22) (28) VEHICLE. Every device in, upon, or by which any person or 
property is or may be transported or drawn upon a highway, excepting devices 
moved by muscular power or used exclusively upon rails or tracks. 


"All references in this article to the judge of probate shall be deemed to 
include the commissioner of revenue, license commissioner, or other county 
official designated by law to register motor vehicles, issue license plates, and 
perform other duties in connection with motor vehicle licenses.” 


"§40-12-264. 
*"(a) A purchaser of a new or used motor vehicle may be granted four a 


grace period of 10 days from date of purchase in which to procure license tags. A 
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"(b) Effective October 1, 1994, a motor vehicle dealer who has a current 
dealer license as required by Sections 40-12-51 and 40-12-391, or Section 
40-12-169, may purchase dealer license plates at a cost of seven dollars ($7) per 
dealer plate. The net proceeds of the sale of license plates are continuously 
appropriated to the Department of Transportation for their general operation fund. 
The number of dealer license plates to be acquired shall be determined by the 
combination of the number of full-time salespersons of a dealership and the 
number of motor vehicles sold at retail during the previous license year. This 


schedule is as follows: 


"(1) Licensed motor vehicle dealers with annual retail sales of more than 
four motor vehicles, and less than 50 motor vehicles, may procure up toa 
maximum of three dealer license plates regardless of the number of salespersons. 


"(2) Licensed motor vehicles dealers with annual retail sales of 50 motor 
vehicles or more may procure a maximum of two dealer license plates for each 
full-time salesperson of a dealership. 


"(3) A licensed motor vehicle wholesaler, not otherwise licensed as a motor 
vehicle dealer, motor vehicle rebuilder, or motor vehicle reconditioner, may 
procure a maximum of five dealer license plates if the number of wholesale sales 
made during the previous license year was more than four motor vehicles and less 
than 50; and for each additional unit of 50 sales for the previous license year 
secure an additional dealer license plate; provided, the maximum number of 
dealer license plates that may be obtained is 10. 


"(4) A licensed motor vehicle rebuilder or a licensed motor vehicle 


reconditioner, not otherwise licensed as a motor vehicle dealer or motor vehicle 


wholesaler, may procure a maximum of five dealer license plates. 


"(5) A licensed motor vehicle dealer who has been in operation less than 
one year shall provide a reasonable estimate of the number of motor vehicles to 
be sold during the current license year and may procure dealer license plates 
according to the schedule and category for motor vehicle dealers shown above. 
After one full year of operation and for each license year thereafter, dealer license 
plates shall be procured based on the actual number of motor vehicles sold at 
retail during the previous license year and the number of full-time salespersons of 
a dealership according to the schedule and category above. 


"(c) A licensed motor vehicle dealer may use dealer license plates on 
vehicles owned by the dealership and being held for resale, and dealer license 
plates may be used in cases where the vehicle owner has entered into a consign- 
ment sales contract with the dealer. Dealer license plates shall not be used on 
vehicles that are utilized by the dealership as rental or lease vehicles, tow trucks, 
service trucks, and other service vehicles. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the 
dealership owner and full-time salespersons of a dealership may drive 
dealership-owned vehicles displaying dealer license plates at any time for any 
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business purpose, including travel to and from home. Dealer license plates may 
be used to transport dealership-owned vehicles or to deliver a customer 
purchased vehicle. A prospective purchaser may make demonstrations of 
dealership-owned vehicles displaying dealer license plates to his or her own 
satisfaction without the motor vehicle dealer's representative being in attendance. 
A prospective purchaser shall be limited to 72 hours of use. All automobiles on 
temporary loan from a motor vehicle dealer to a high school for the purpose of 
student driver education shall be considered dealer demonstrator automobiles and 
may be issued an additional dealer license plate for each vehicle loaned to the 
student program. Dealer license plates issued for use on high school driver 


education vehicles shall be surrendered and returned to the official who issued the 


plates when the vehicles are returned to the dealership. 


"(d) Licensed motor vehicle dealers selling trucks or truck tractors with more 
than two axles on the power unit or a gross weight exceeding 26,000 pounds shall 
allow prospective purchasers to use dealer license plates for one payload trip only, 
and that use shall not exceed 72 hours. The dealer shall provide the prospective 
purchaser a permit fully describing the vehicle by make, model, year, and vehicle 
identification number. The permit shall contain the complete name and address of 
the dealership and of the prospective customer and shall clearly indicate the date 
and time the permit was issued. The permit and dealer license plate shall be 
issued only for demonstration purposes, and shall not be issued by the dealer 
when a vehicle is loaned or rented to an operator for any other purpose. 


*"(e) A licensed motor vehicle wholesaler may use dealer license plates on 
vehicles being offered for sale to licensed motor vehicle dealers. Dealer license 
plates may be used by the wholesaler to display, test, demonstrate, or transport 
vehicles within the wholesale inventory. Dealer license plates shall not be used on 
service vehicles owned by the wholesaler. 


"(f) A licensed motor vehicle rebuilder or motor vehicle reconditioner may 
use dealer license plates in accordance with subsection (a) of Section 32-8-87. 


"(qg) Any person acquiring dealer license plates as provided by this section 
shall be subject to audit by the Department of Revenue to determine the validity of 
the information contained in the dealer license plate applications, including the 
names and number of full-time salespersons, the number of motor vehicles sold at 
retail and at wholesale during the previous license year, and the number of dealer 
license plates procured. Any person who willfully provides a false statement. on an 
application for dealer license plates shall be subject to a penalty imposed by the 
department of fifty dollars ($50) for each dealer license plate falsely acquired and 
each such tag shall be forfeited. The licensee may request an appeal under the 
provisions of Chapter 2A of this Title 40 for a forfeited dealer license plate. 


"(h) An additional administrative fee of three dollars ($3) shall be collected 
for each dealer license plate. The proceeds of the fee are continuously 
appropriated to the Department of Revenue for the sole purpose of enforcing the 
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dealer licensing laws and the enforcement of the use of dealer license plates in 
accordance with this section, including salaries and the cost of operation of the 
department for the purpose of enforcing the dealer licensing laws and enforce- 
ment of the use of dealer plates for demonstration purposes. The expenditure of 
the sums appropriated shall be budgeted and allotted pursuant to Article 4 of 
Chapter 4 of Title 41, and limited to the amount appropriated to defray the 


expenses of enforcing the dealer licensing laws for each fiscal year, incident to the 
administration of this act. 


"(i) Any manufacturer of private passenger automobiles, trucks, truck 


tractors, trailers, or manufactured homes who has manufacturing facilities located 
in this state, may procure license plates, at a cost of twenty-five dollars ($25) per 
plate. The word ‘manufacturer’ shall appear on the license plates. The license 
plates may be used for transporting and testing new vehicles or manufactured 
homes owned by the manufacturer. 


"(j) The proceeds of the fees levied by subsections (b), (h), and (i) shall not 
be subject to proration. 


"(k) Any person to whom license plates are issued under this section, upon 
forfeiture of his or her license under Section 40-12-390 et. seq., or upon 
discontinuing business, shall surrender to the Department of Revenue all license 
plates so issued. 


"(!) Dealer or manufacturer license plates may not be used in lieu of regular 
issued license plates as a means of avoiding the registration and ad valorem tax 
requirements of Chapter 12, Title 40, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person who 
willfully violates this section of law shall be subject to a Department of Revenue 
penalty of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) and not more than three 
hundred dollars ($300) for each violation.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1994, after its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

for the public as a part of any state highway, because of relocation of any-sueh the 
highway, or because of the construction of an underpass or overpass, or other 
provision made for the elimination of any-suceh the grade crossing. Whenever the 
department orders the abandonment of sueh a portion of the highway or street and 
the closing of sueh a grade crossing, it shall enter its order providing therefor on-its 
in the department minutes. Notice in writing of the abandonment and 
discontinuance of suek the portion of the highway or street and the closing of sueh 
the grade crossing shall be given by the department by posting sueh a notice on 
each side of the railroad or street railway at eueh the grade crossing for a period of 
30 days. Thereafter, the railroad or street railway shall not be required to maintain 
sueh the grade crossing for use as a public highway or street. 


"(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Department of Trans- 
portation may abandon, close, and discontinue a portion of a municipal or county 
highway, street, or right-of-way crossing the tracks or right-of-way of any railroad 
within the state whenever in the judgment of the department the grade crossing is 
dangerous or redundant or the enhancement of public safety resulting from the 
closing outweighs any inconvenience caused by rerouting the vehicular traffic. In 
the event the closing is deemed by the department to cause substantial 
inconvenience to vehicular traffic or materially impair the provision of police, fire, or 
ambulance service, the department may also order a relocation of the crossing or 
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the building of an alternate crossing at another location. If the department orders 
the relocation of the crossing or the building of an alternate crossing, the crossing 
shall be built at no costs to the municipality or county unless the municipality or 
county enters into an agreement to share in the costs of the relocation of the 
crossing or the building of an alternate crossing. 


"(c)_ Prior to issuing the order to close a crossing, the Department of Trans- 
portation shall give written notice of intention to close the crossing to the munici- 
pality or county in the event it is a municipal or county road or street. In addition, 
the department shall publish legal notice of intention to close the crossing in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the county once a week for three consecutive 
weeks prior to issuance of the order of closure. The notice shall state the 
procedure to request a hearing prior to the closure. Any citizen who uses a 
crossing or who owns property abutting a crossing or the county or municipality 
may give a notice in writing to the Department of Transportation requesting a 
hearing prior to the closing. Upon request for a hearing, the department shall 
conduct a public hearing in the municipality or county in which the crossing is 
located by giving at least 10 days’ notice to the person or persons requesting the 
hearing and to the municipality or county in which the crossing is located. At the 
public hearing, a department official designated by the Director of Transportation 
shall hear all persons interested and shall receive any written statements from 
interested persons. The official conducting the hearings shall file a written report 
with the director together with all written statements filed by persons attending the 
hearing and shall make a written recommendation to the director concerning the 
proposed closing. After consideration of the report, the recommendation and the 
statements submitted therewith, the director shall enter an order closing the 
crossing or requiring the crossing to remain open or requiring the crossing to be 
relocated within the judgment of the director. The order of the director shall be 


final. 


*(d} Upon the issuance of the order by the Director of Transportation, it is 
the responsibility of the railroad or railroads involved to physically remove the 
crossing from the tracks and it is the responsibility of the municipality or county 
where the crossing is located to install any signs or barricades which might be 
appropriate. The costs of any signs or barricades shall be shared equally by the 
Department of Transportation and the city or county where the crossing is located. 


"(e) Whenever a railroad crossing or any highway, street, or right-of-way 
crossing the tracks or right-of-way of any railroad is closed, abandoned, or 
discontinued pursuant to this section, that action shall not affect any right-of-way 
for the lines, structures, equipment, and facilities of any utility as defined in Title 
37, which cross the tracks or right-of-way of the railroad at the crossing or along, 
over, or through the highway, street, or right-of-way abandoned. 


"(f) The provisions of subsections (a) through (d) of this section shall be the 
exclusive method of closing railroad grade crossings located on any public drive, 
street, road, or highway in this state.”

"(4) Two copies of a notice of the proposed income withholding. The notice 
shall advise the obligor that an income withholding order shall be issued by the 


court in accordance with the-furher previsiens-ef this section. 


"(b) The obligor shall be served by the methods authorized in the Alabama 
Rules of Civil Procedure with a copy of all the documents listed in subsection (a) 
of this section. 
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"(c) An income withholding order shall be issued by the court unless the 
obligor requests a hearing within 10 days of the date of service of the petition and 
notice. Previded,further,f If the obligor requests a hearing, the hearing shall be 
held and a decision rendered within 45 days of the date of service of the petition 
and notice upon the obligor unless the obligee, district attorney, or representative 
of the department of human-+esourees requests a continuation of the case to a 
later date or the court, on its own motion and for good cause shown, continues the 
case to a later date. An obligor may contest the issuance of an income withhold- 
ing order under this section only on the basis of mistakes of fact. The income 
withholding order issued pursuant to the-provisions-ef this section may be issued 
by any court competent to adjudicate these proceedings, as sueh that term is 
defined in this article, and shall be issued without the need for an amendment to 
the existing support order. 


"(d) An order entered pursuant to this section shall recite the amount 
required to be withheld as continuing support for each month, the total amount of 
all accumulated arrearages, if any, and the amount required to be withheld for 
each month in order to satisfy the arrearage. The order shall require withholding 
from the income due or becoming due the obligor at each pay period and payment 
to the clerk of the court or the department or its designee, whichever is 
appropriate, of the amounts ordered pursuant to this section. If the obligor’s 
support obligation is required to be paid on a monthly basis and his or her pay 
periods are at more frequent intervals, the employer may withhold, at each pay 
period, amounts cumulatively sufficient to equal the total monthly arrearage due, if 
any, and the total monthly continuing support obligation and pay over to the clerk 
of the court or the department, or its designee, the amount withheld in accordance 
with subsection (b) of section 30-3-61{b}. When payments are ordered made 
directly to the clerk of the court, it shall be the responsibility of the clerk to disburse 
the payments in accordance with the court’s order. 


"(e) Any order entered pursuant to this section shall be a continuing order 
and-challremainin-effeet and be binding upon any employer upon whom it is 
served until further order of the court. Previded-a A withholding order issued 
pursuant to this section shall not be served on the employer and shall not take 
effect unless the obligor is or becomes delinquent in a dollar amount equal to one 
month of support payments, er the obligor requests that the withholding order take 
effect at an earlier date, or the court otherwise orders that the withholding order 
take effect at an earlier date. 


"(f) In the event the obligor becomes delinquent in the support payments in 
a dollar amount equal to one or more month’s support obligation, or at sueh the 
time as the obligor wishes to have the income withholding served upon his or her 
employer, the obligee or the obligor may file with the clerk of the court a sworn 
affidavit stating the appropriate basis upon which service of the income withhoid- 
ing order is now being sought. Upon the filing of the affidavit and the payment of a 
docket fee in the same amount as is prescribed by section 12-19-75 for the filing 
of a garnishment proceeding, a copy of the withholding order issued pursuant to 
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this section shall be served upon the employer pursuant to the Alabama Rules of 
Civil Procedure. A copy shall also be served upon the obligor by first class mail. 
Previded,the The cost of such a filing shall not be prepaid if, upon the filing of an 
affidavit of substantial hardship, the obligee or obligor is found by the court to be 
incapable of prepaying said the cost or if the affidavit is filed by the department or 
a representative of the department, but in such those cases the cost of sueh the 
filing shall be taxed as costs against the obligor at the time service of the order is 
requested and shall be withheld from the obligor’s first pay period subjected to the 
income withholding order. Additionally, when service upon the employer is 
requested by means of certified mail, the actual cost of sueh the service shall be 
prepaid in all cases at the time the service is requested. 


"(g) When an income withholding order is entered pursuant to this section 
by a court other than the court which originally entered the support order, a copy 
of the income withholding order shall be forwarded by the clerk of the court 
entering said the order to the clerk of the court which entered the original support 
order. The clerk of the court which entered the original order of support shall also 
be notified whenever the income withholding order is served upon an employer 
and withholdings are to commence. 


"(h) Fhe A withholding order issued under this section or Section 30-3-61 
shall be promptly terminated when 
the obligor requests termination and 
withholding has not been terminated previously and subsequently initiated and 
there is a written agreement signed by both the custodial and absent parent, and 
in IV-D cases in which there is an assignment of support rights to the state, by the 
department, providing for an alternative arrangement as provided in subsection (c) 
of section 30-3-61. In such those cases, income withholding shall be reinstated if 
the absent parent fails to make payments in the amount of one month’s support 
obligation or the absent parent requests immediate income withholding or the 
payee or the department requests that withholding be reinstated and the absent 
parent has failed to make a payment or payments on the date{s} date or dates 
due.

11, 1994, at the age of 72 years; and 


WHEREAS, a veteran of World War Il, and a graduate of Auburn University, 
Ham Wilson was a native of Greenville who, for more than 40 years, was known 
and acknowledged, statewide, as one of Alabama’s most prominent citizens who 
served with great dedication and commitment as executive vice president of the 
Alabama Cattlemen’s Association for 34 years, as executive director of 
governmental affairs for Auburn University for 7 1/2 years, and as an Initiator and 
executive director of The Southeastern Livestock Exposition Rodeo for more than 
36 years; and 
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WHEREAS, Mr. Wilson, who built the Alabama Cattlemen’s Association into 
the largest such group in the nation before retiring in 1985, also started the 
"Alabama Cattleman” magazine, and expanded cattle production from the 
sectional occupation that it was in 1958 into a statewide $1.5 billion dollar industry;

WHEREAS, as the first executive director of Auburn University’s first full- 
time governmental relations office in Montgomery, Mr. Wilson was instrumental in

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


(a) The City of Red Bay and Franklin County may join with political 
subdivisions of the State of Mississippi to organize a regional airport authority to 
be located in the State of Alabama or in the State of Mississippi. 


REGULAR SESSION 1801 
20th Day 


The regional airport authority shall be incorporated according to the laws of 
the State of Alabama relative to the incorporation of airport authorities and shall 
have the same powers and authority of airport authorities organized under the 
general laws of the State of Alabama. The.incorporation procedure shall be 
commenced by at least three natural persons, two of whom shall be residents of 
the City of Red Bay, and the other or others may be residents of the political 
subdivisions of the State of Mississippi. The incorporators shall be qualified 
electors of the political subdivision which they represent. 


The regional airport authority shall be governed by a board of directors as 
provided in the certificate of incorporation or the bylaws. The governing body of 
each participating political subdivision shall appoint one member to the board of 
directors. 


The regional airport authority may issue and sell its interest-bearing revenue 
bonds for its corporate purposes. The principal of and the interest on all bonds 
shall be payable solely from, and may be secured by a pledge of the revenues 
derived by the regional authority from the operation of any or all of its airports, 
facilities, and other property. The bonds issued or contracts entered into by the 
authority shall not constitute or create an obligation or debt of this state or of any 
county, city, or town within this state, or a charge against the credit or taxing 
powers of this state or of any county, city, or town within this state. 


(b) This amendment shall not become effective unless approved at a 
referendum by a majority of the qualified electors of Franklin County voting on the 
proposition. The referendum shall be held at the same time as the election for the 
ratification of this amendment, as provided for in Section 2 of this act, and no 
further election shall be required. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be held at the 
next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment election held more 
than three months after final adjournment of the session of the Legislature at 
which this act is adopted.

for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, and the appropriations herein

SECTION 5. In addition to all appropriations made in Sections 3 and 4 of 
this Act, there is also hereby appropriated $750,000 for the Economic Develop- 
ment Revolving Loan Commission, pursuant to Act 90-650, which shall be 
expended for small business education and training; said appropriation shall be 
conditioned on the availability of funds in the ASETF, the recommendation of the 
Director of Finance and the approval of the Governor. 
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SECTION 6. No other funds provided herein for the public schools, 
including funds for Other Current Expenses, transportation and salaries of the 
Minimum Program and Financial Assistance Program and/or for support personnel 
salaries, shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the 
direct control, employment, and supervision of local boards of education. No 
funds provided herein for the two-year postsecondary schools under the auspices 
of the State Board of Education shall be used for the payment of any salaries of 
personnel not under the direct control, employment and supervision of said 
institutions. 


SECTION 7. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including 
grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or 
officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same 
are recurring, are reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, 
commission, agency, institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or 
purposes for which the grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all 
state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such 
sums as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the 
State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially defray 
the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby 
appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through the fund established 
by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 8. The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions 
on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of any 
and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/or the State 
Board of Education in this act, whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant 
therefor. Furthermore, the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education may submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of 
warrants to students receiving financial assistance to attend postsecondary 
educational institutions. All other appropriations in this act shall be paid after 
proper requisitions are made on the State Comptroller in the manner now provided 
by law. 


SECTION 9. It is the intent of the Legislature that for all state-mandated 
salary increases since the increase authorized for the 1988-89 fiscal year, the 
amount of those salary increases for luchroom workers shall be paid from each 
school system’s Other Current Expense allotment.

"Section 1. Board of Managers. 


"The system shall be administered by a board of managers consisting of five 


{8} seven (7) members as follows; 
"(1) Chairperson: The mayor of the city shall serve as chairperson. 


"(2) Member No. 1: A participant in the system who shail be elected by the 
participants in the system. 
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"(3) Member No. 2: A member appointed by the Jefferson County Person- 
nel Board. 


"(4) Member No. 3: A member appointed by the city council. 


"(5) Member No. 4: A person who is not a participant in the system who 
shall be elected by the participants in the system. 


"(6) Member No. 5: A member appointed by the mayor. 


"(7) Member No, 6: A retired member in the system who shall be elected by 
the retired members of the system.” 


"Section 2. Method of selection and term of appointment of the board of 
managers. 


"The members of the board of managers, other than the mayor who shall 
serve as the chairperson, shall be selected and serve for the term hereafter set 
forth. 


"(1) Member No. 1, the first of two members elected by the participants in 
the system shall himself be a participant in the system. In order to assure repre- 
sentation of all participants in the system, if the person first elected is a member of 
the Fire Department or Police Department, the participant elected to fill the next 
term shall be a participant who is not an employee of the Fire Department or 
Police Department. Similarly, if the first member thus elected should not be an 
employee of the Fire Department or the Police Department, the participant elected 
to fill the next term shall be a participant who is an employee of the Fire Depart- 
ment or Police Department. Thereafter this member shall alternate between the 
two groups (i.e., Fire Department or Police Department and other than Fire 
Department or Police Department). In the event the participant thus elected shall 
die, resign or otherwise be unable to serve, the participant elected to fill the 
unexpired term shall be from the same group as was the participant whose term 
as a member of the board of managers was vacated. This participant-member of 
the board shall be elected by secret ballot, as set forth in subdivision (7) of Section

"(2) Member No. 2, the member appointed by the Jefferson County Person- 


nel Board shall have at least 10 years’ experience in an executive capacity in 
insurance, actuarial, investment or banking work or a degree in law, and shall 
serve for a four year term. Said member shall not be an elected officer of the 
state, county, or any municipal government. Should said appointed member die, 
resign or otherwise be unable to serve, the vacancy thus created shall be filled by 
the personnel board for the unexpired term. 
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"(3) Member No. 3, the member appointed by the city council, which shall 
require a 75 percent vote of the nine council members. Said appointed member 
shall have at least 10 years’ experience in an executive capacity in insurance, 
actuarial, investment or banking work, and shall serve for a four year term. Said 
member shall not be an elected officer of the state, county, or any municipal 
government. Should said appointed member die, resign, or otherwise be unable 
to serve, the vacancy thus created shall be filled by the city council for the 
unexpired term. 


"(4) Member No. 4, the second member elected by the participants in the 
system shall not be a participant in the system, shall have at least 10 years’ 
experience in an executive capacity in insurance, actuarial, investment or banking 
work. Said member shall not be an elected officer of the state, county, or any 
municipal government. This nonparticipant member of the board shall be elected 
by secret ballot to serve a term of four years, as set forth in subdivision (7) of 


Section 2 of this act. 


"(5) Member No. 5, the member appointed by the mayor shall have at least 
10 years’ experience in an executive capacity in insurance, actuarial, investment 
or banking work, and shall serve for a four year term. Said member shall not be 


an elected officer of the state, county, or any other municipal government. 


"(6) Member No. 6, the retired member elected by retired members in the 
system shall be by secret ballot, as set forth in subdivision (7) of Section 2 of this 
act and serve for a term of four years. In the event the retired member thus 
elected shall die, resign or otherwise be unable to serve, the retiree elected to fill 
the unexpired term shall be elected by the retired members in the system. Said 
member shall not be an elected officer of the state, county, or any municipal 
government. 


"(7) The election shall be called by the council after 60 days’ notice. 
Nominations of person(s) to fill the participant member, or the nonparticipant 
member position shall be made in writing by the participants in the system, and 


the nominations of the person to fill the retired member's position shall be made in 


writing by the retired members in the system, and shall be filed with the council 
and the city clerk of the city no less than 10 days prior to the date of the election. 


"The council shall have the authority to prescribe and to change rules and 
regulations concerning the election of said elected members provided that the 
rules and regulations as prescribed or changed are not inconsistent with this act. 


"Any member of the board may serve beyond his term until a successor is 
appointed or elected. Any member of the board may be removed by 
impeachment by the appointing authority or by a vote of two-thirds of the 
employees in the system, for corruption, malfeasance in office, or for habitual 
neglect of duty. 
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"The appointment of the member appointed by the city council and the 
election of the retired member in the system, to the board, shall be within 90 days 
after the effective date of this act. The election for the retired member to the board 
shall be called by the council after 45 days notice for the first election of the retired 
member.” 


Section 2. Article lll, Section 6, and Section 8 of Act No. 929, 1951 Regular

"(5) To receive and pay from the fund for periodic (not more often than once 
a year) actuarial valuations of the plan; 


"(6) To retain and pay for, from the fund, the services of an investment 
advisor; 


"(7) To retain and pay for, from the fund, the services of an accountant or 
auditor; 


"(8) To obtain from the city, the plan consultants and actuaries, if any, and 
from the participants such information as shall be necessary for the proper admin- 
istration of the plan and pay from the fund, any reasonable expense incurred in 
connection therewith;

The Legislature shall 
provide for the operation of the districts and for the collection of mandatory annual 
dues. The Legislature may limit the liability of the county for the operation of a 
district and provide that a district shall be exempt from all taxation. The districts 
may include the area currently served by the Remlap Volunteer Fire and Rescue, 
Inc., or may be formed in other areas of the county. 


(b) Act No. 93-342, H. 970, 1993 Regular Session, is repealed. 
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(c) This amendment shall not become effective unless approved at a 
referendum by a majority of the qualified electors of Blount County voting on the 
proposition. The referendum shall be held at the same time as the election for the 
ratification of this amendment, as provided for in Section 2 of this act, and no 
further election shall be required.

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(8) Alabama Department of Public Health for improvement in emergency 
medical services through services offered at the state level, $230,839. 


Section 2. The amounts appropriated under subsections (1) through (6) of 
Section 1 shall be used to fund contracted services to permit operation and 
maintenance of the agencies named and for the purchase of instructional supplies 
and new instructional equipment by those agencies. The amount appropriated 
under subsection (7) shall be disbursed by contract with the agencies named for 
placement in segregated accounts to be used exclusively for grants for reimburse- 
ment of the cost of equipment and tuition and expenses for training by emergency 
medical services providers. Funds shall be allocated to the agencies named 
based upon the following formula: 50 percent to be divided equally among the 
agencies named; 25 percent to be apportioned among the agencies based upon 
the number of square miles in the geographic area represented by each agency; 
and 25 percent to be apportioned among the agencies based upon the population 
of the area represented by each agency according to the latest federal census. 
Any funds not contracted for and expended for the purposes of this act shall revert 
to the appropriate fund at the end of the fiscal year. 


Section 3. The Alabama Emergency Medical Services Education 
Commission (hereafter referred to as the Commission) shall expend the funds that 
are appropriated for such purpose by the Legislature by making grants to state 
junior colleges, state technical colleges, and other public institutions of higher 
learning for the purposes of providing emergency medical services education. For 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, the Commission shall expend the sum 
of $1,547,330 for purposes of this section. To be eligible for a grant from the 
Commission, an institution shail be certified by the Alabama Department of Public 
Health as having an emergency medical services primary education program 
whose graduates are eligible to be examined for state licensure as emergency 
medical technicians at the EMT-Basic, EMT-Intermediate, or EMT-Paramedic level 
or a combination thereof. 


Section 4. Grants from the Commission shail contain such conditions that in 
the view of the Commission are necessary to assure that grant funds are 
expended for emergency medical services education purposes.

Proposing an amendment to Amendment No. 425 to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, relating to the mode of adoption of proposed constitutional 
amendments affecting only one county, to clarify certain provisions of the amend- 
ment and to provide further for the mode of adopting amendments affecting only 
one county and to ratify and confirm constitutional amendments previously 
approved pursuant to Amendment No. 425. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, as amended, Is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof when 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and in accordance 
with Sections 284, 285, and 287 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


Amendment No. 425 to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, is amended to 
read as follows: 
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"(a) Any proposed constitutional amendment which affects or applies to only 
one county shall be adopted as a valid part of the constitution by a favorable vote 
of a majority of the qualified electors of the affected county who vote on the 
amendment. Any proposed constitutional amendment which affects or applies to 
only one political subdivision within a county or counties shall be adopted as a 
valid part of the constitution by a favorable vote of a majority of the qualified 
electors of both the county and the political subdivision affected by the amend- 
ment who vote on the amendment. The proposed amendment may provide for a 
separate referendum in a political subdivision of less than a county if a simulta- 
neous referendum is not possible because of conflicting voting precincts. 


"(b) The proposed amendment shall first be approved by at least a three- 
fifths vote of the elected members of each house of the Legislature with no 
dissenting vote cast and approved by a majority vote of the Local Constitutional 
Amendment Commission. The commission shali be composed of the Governor, 
Presiding Officer of the Senate, Attomey General, Secretary of State, and Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives. The Legislature may by general act specify 
procedures for the Local Constitution Amendment Commission, but may not 
expand its role beyond deciding whether the amendment affects more than one 
county or more than one political subdivision in one or more counties. 


"(c) Notice of the election, together with the proposed amendment, shall be 
given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be published 
once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed for the 
election in each newspaper qualified to run legal notices in the county or counties 
affected. 


"(d) In the event any constitutional amendment proposed for adoption 
pursuant to this amendment Is approved by at least a three-fifths vote of the 
elected members of each house of the Legislature but with one or more dissenting 
votes cast, the amendment shall be treated as a statewide amendment as 
described in subsection (e). 


"(e) If after having been approved by at least a three-fifths vote of the 
elected members of each house of the Legislature without a dissenting vote cast 
the proposed amendment is not approved by a majority vote the Local 
Constitutional Amendment Commission, it shall automatically be submitted In a 
statewide referendum in accordance with the procedures for proposed statewide 
constitutional amendments under Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901. If the proposed amendment is submitted in a statewide 
referendum, it shall not become effective unless approved at a referendum by a 
majority of the qualified voters of the affected county voting on the proposition and 
the affected political subdivision voting on the proposition, if it affects less than the 
whole county. The referendum in a political subdivision may be held at the same 
time as the election for the ratification of the proposed amendment, or at another 
time if provided by the proposed amendment. 
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*(f) Notwithstanding any provision of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, to 
the contrary, all constitutional amendments which have been adopted by a majori- 
ty vote of the appropriate electorate pursuant to Amendment No. 428 to the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, are hereby ratified and confirmed. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be held at the 
next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment election held more 
than three months after final adjournment of the session of the Legislature at 
which this act is adopted. The election shall be held in accordance with Sections 
284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, and the general 
election laws of this state. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall be 
given by proclamation of the Governor. The proclamation shall be published once 
a week for four successive weeks immediately preceding the day appointed for the 
election in a newspaper in each county of the state. In every county in which no 
newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall be posted at each courthouse 
and post office.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. When used in this act the following words and phrases shall 
have the following meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indicates 
otherwise: 


(1) ALABAMA ASSOCIATION OF FIRE CHIEFS. The Alabama Assocla- 
tion of Fire Chiefs. 


(2) ALABAMA ASSOCIATION OF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENTS. 
The Alabama Association of Volunteer Fire Departments. 


(3) ALABAMA FIRE FIGHTERS ASSOCIATION. The Alabama Fire 
Fighters Association. 


(4) ALABAMA FIRE FIGHTERS PERSONNEL STANDARDS AND EDUCA- 
TION COMMISSION. The Alabama Fire Fighters Personnel Standards and 
Education Commission defined in Section 36-32-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


(5) ALABAMA PROFESSIONAL FIRE FIGHTERS ASSOCIATION. The 
Alabama Professional! Fire Fighters Association. 
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(6) BOARD. The Board of Trustees of the Alabama Fire Fighters Annuity 
and Benefit Fund created pursuant to Section 2. 


(7) CERTIFIED. A member of the fund who holds a certificate issued by the 
Alabama Fire Fighter Personne! Standards and Education Commission attesting 
that the member meets all the requirements set forth by the commission. Ora 
member of a certified volunteer fire department that attends a minimum of 30 
hours of fire related training, annually, and is an active participant in a certified 
volunteer fire department, as attested by the chief of that fire department. 


(8) EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR. The executive director of the board. 


(9) FIRE FIGHTER. Any person who is a paid or part-time employee of a 
municipal fire department, or fire district in the state, county, municipality, fire 
district, the political subdivision, or otherwise meets the requirements of this act 
and holds a current fire fighter’s certificate issued pursuant to Title 36, Chapter 32 
of the Code of Alabama 1975. Or any person who is a member of a certified 
volunteer fire department that attends a minimum of 30 hours of fire related 
training annually and is an active participant in a certified volunteer fire 
department, as attested to by the chief of that department. Or any person who is 
a paid, part-time, or volunteer employee of any state agency that is responsible for 
conducting fire fighting activities and who meets the fire related training 
requirements of that agency and is regularly engaged in fire fighting activities as a 
part of their job as attested to by the head of the state agency. 


(10) FUND. The Alabama Fire Fighters Annuity and Benefit Fund created 
pursuant to Section 5. 


(11) MEMBER. Any fire fighter who is a member of the fund and who is in 
good standing by virtue of having paid all sums required to be paid by him or her 
pursuant to this act. 


(12) MEMBERSHIP SERVICE. The period of employment of a member 
from the date he or she becomes a member. 


(13) MONTH. A period of 30 days. 
(14) PRIOR SERVICE. The continuous period of employment of a member 
as a fire fighter from the time of his or her initial employment as a fire fighter to 


January 1, 1978. 


(15) QUALIFIED SERVICE. The prior service plus membership service of a 
member provided the member meets all requirements of this act. 


(16) STATE. The State of Alabama. 
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(17) VOLUNTEER FIRE FIGHTER. Any person regularly enrolled as a 
qualified volunteer fire fighter in a certified fire department of the state, county, 
municipality, fire districts, or other political subdivision which holds regular drills, 
meetings, meets all other requirements of this act. 


(18) YEAR. A period of 365 days. The final year of employment as a fire 
fighter member, when over six months of membership service, shall constitute a 
full year toward service retirement for purposes of this act. 


Section 2. (a) There is created the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Fire 
Fighters Annuity and Benefit Fund. The board shall consist of five persons 
appointed as follows: 


(1) One by the Governor for a term of four years. 
(2) One by the Alabama Fire Chiefs Association for a term of four years. 


(3) One by the Alabama Professional Fire Fighters Association for a term of 
four years. 


(4) One by the Alabama Association of Volunteer Fire Departments for a 
term of four years. 


(5) One by the Alabama Fire Fighters Association for a term of four years. 


(b) The term of each person appointed to the board shall begin on the date 
of appointment and any person appointed shall continue to serve until the appoint- 
ment of a successor. A member of the board who ceases to serve and carry out 
his or her duties as a member during his or her incumbency shall be replaced by 
the appointing association. A board member shall not be considered carrying out 
his or her duties if the member is deceased, relocated out-of-state, fails to attend 
at least four consecutive meetings of the board, or is convicted of a felony under 
the laws of the United States or this state. 


Section 3. All board members may be paid state allowance, per diem, and 
mileage for one board meeting per month or 12 meetings in a calendar year. 
Upon unanimous approvable by the board, mileage and per diem shall be the 
same as state employees when a board member is traveling on fund business. 


Section 4. A majority of the members of the board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business or action. The members of the board shail elect a 
chair, who shall be the chief executive officer of the board, and shall select an 
executive director. The chair of the board shall be a board member and the 
executive director shall not be a board member. The executive director shall 
serve at the pleasure of the board which may employ other agents and employees 
deemed necessary. The executive director shall be compensated for services in 
an amount fixed by the board. The executive director shall perform the services 
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and have the powers and authority delegated by the board. Any board member 
and any employee thereof, including the executive director, who handles funds of 
the board, shall be bonded by a surety company qualified to do business in the 
State of Alabama in amounts sufficient to protect the board against any loss which 
may be incurred with respect to the funds handled. 


Section 5. A special fund is established for the purpose of providing retire- 
ment allowances and other benefits pursuant to this act for members of the fund. 
The fund shall be known as the Alabama Fire Fighters Annuity and Benefit Fund. 
All amounts received by the board pursuant to this act shall be paid into the fund. 
The board shail have control of the fund consistent with this act and with the laws 
of the state. All monies of the board shall either be deposited into the State 
Treasury or deposited in a special trust account or accounts in any bank or banks 
in the state, each of which shall have a combined capital and surplus of not less 
than two million dollars ($2,000,000), and may be withdrawn by vouchers or 
checks pursuant to authorization given by the board. All investments of monies in 
the fund shall be deposited in the State Treasury upon receipt of the State Trea- 
surer or deposited with any bank in a custodial account. The board may expend 
monies in the fund pursuant to this act and invest any monies received in any 
investments which are legal investments for insurance companies pursuant to the 
laws of this state. No member of the board or Its executive director shall have any 
interest or receive commissions from the investments. 


Section 6. The board shall have all of the following powers in carrying out 
its responsibilities: 


(1) Collect all monies pursuant to Section 10. 


(2) Provide for and maintain all necessary administrative facilities and 
personnel. 


(3) Provide for payment of ail administrative salaries, fees, and expenses. 


(4) Invest the monies, sell or exchange the investments, and collect the 
proceeds and income derived from the investments. 


(5) Make a determination of who Is a qualified fire fighter. 


(6) Approve or deny all applications for annuities or benefits provided in this 
act. 


(7) Adopt rules and regulations necessary to expedite the administration of 
the affairs of the board not Inconsistent with the laws of the state. 


(8) Provide descriptive literature respecting the fund. 


(9) Pay all benefits and annuities determined due pursuant to this act and 
the rules and regulations of the board. 
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(10) Make refunds and repayments to which members are entitled. 


(11) Employ agents, attorneys, actuaries, and other specialized personnel 
necessary to enable the board to carry out its functions in a proper and actuarially 
sound manner. 


(12) Receive by gift, grant, devise, or bequest any moneys or properties of 
any nature or description. 


(13) Carry out any powers expressly granted in this act to the board. 
(14) All other powers necessary for the proper administration of this act. 


Section 7. The board shall keep permanent records of its membership, 
receipts, disbursements, investments, and other business. The record of each 
member shall show his or her name, age, date of beginning of prior service, date 
of beginning of membership service, the amount of payments made by him or her 
to the fund, the date and nature of any incapacity and the reason therefor, the 
amount of all annuities or benefits, if any, paid to him or her pursuant to this act, 
and all other information with respect to each member deemed necessary by the 
board for proper determination of eligibility and the amount of potential liability for 
annuities and benefits pursuant to this act. All records, papers, documents, and 
other data of the board shall be preserved in a safe, secure, and permanent 
manner. The board shall be subject to the Administrative Procedure Act. 


Section 8. (a) Nothing in this act shall be construed to require any member 
of the fund to become a member of any association nor shall anything in this act 
be construed to require that any member of any association become a member of 
the fund. 


(b) Qualified volunteer fire fighters who become members of the fund shall 
be required to attend a minimum of 30 hours of fire-related training each year and 
be an active participant in a certified volunteer fire department. The chief of the 
department shall attest that all members of the department who wish to become 
members of the fund shall meet the requirements of this act. 


(c) Each fire fighter who becomes a member of the fund shall pay to the 
fund a regular fee of twenty dollars ($20), to be paid on or before the 10th 
calendar day of each month as long as he or she is a member of the fund or until 
he or she becomes entitled to benefits under the fund. The board shall furnish 
upon request to any fire fighter, an application for membership in the fund. All 
applicants for membership shall join the fund with the Initial fee of twenty dollars 
($20) and twenty dollars ($20) per month as long as they maintain their member- 
ship. If any member fails to pay the monthly fee within 60 days after its due date, 
the board shall give him or her written notice of termination of membership in the 
fund and of his or her right to a refund of all monies he or she has paid into the 
fund less a 10 percent administrative service charge. Any member terminated 
from the fund who later applies for membership in the fund shail lose credit for all 
of his or her qualified service up to the time of the termination and, upon approval 
of the new application, shall become a new member of the fund. 
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Section 9. Any member may at any time withdraw from the fund and, upon 
application for withdrawal on forms supplied by the board and approved by it, may 
receive 90 percent of all amounts paid to the fund by the member within 90 days 
of the written notice. Any member who withdraws and receives the refund shall 
not have any rights with respect to the fund and may not become a member 
except as a new member. Any member who ceases to be a fire fighter as defined 
in this act may elect not to receive any refund for a period of not more than 12 
months. If within the 12-month period, the person again becomes a qualified fire 
fighter, he or she may be reinstated as a member without loss of his or her 
accumulated qualified service and may with the approval of the board pay into the 
fund the amount he or she would have paid plus eight percent interest, had he or 
she remained a member of the fund during the absence of less than 12 months 
and shall receive credit for qualified service for the number of months repaid. If 
the member does not return to service at the end of the 12-month period, then his 
or her account shall be terminated and his or her fees returned thereby canceling 
all of his or her qualified service. Any member who dies, is totally disabled while a 
member of the fund, or who is not drawing benefits from the fund, shall be entitled 
to a full refund of all monies he or she has paid into the fund. Any member who is 
receiving benefits and who has not received an amount equal to his or her contri- 
bution shall name a beneficiary to receive a lump sum payment equal to the 
difference between what has been paid during the lifetime of the member and the 
amount received by the member prior to his or her death. If a member is killed in 
the line of duty, the named beneficiary shall receive a full lump sum refund of all 
monies contributed by the member to the fund. A member of the fund may draw a 
pension from the fund only through one agency. A person may not draw from this 
fund if he or she is entitled or becomes entitled to draw a benefit from the 
Alabama Peace Officers Annuity and Benefit Fund. 


Section 10. The funding for this act shall be derived from the monthly 
contributions of its members and any other monies deposited into the fund by 
legislative act or through any other legal means. 


Section 11. The executive director shall make semi-annual reports to the 
board listing the total amount of money on hand at the time of the report, all 
investments held by the board, and itemizations by classifications of all receipts 
and disbursements since the last semi-annual report. The State Examiner of 
Public Accounts may make an annual audit of the acts and affairs of the board for 
each fiscal year of the board and may make the complete report available to the 
Legislature of Alabama on the first day of any regular session. The audit shall 
cover all monies received and all expenditures made by the board during the 
period covered by the audit. 


Section 12. No member shall have any vested right in the fund, to any 
annuity, or benefit provided in this act. Notwithstanding the foregoing, once the 
board has approved an application of a member for a retirement annuity or other 
benefit and the member has actually received the benefits pursuant to the deter- 
mination of the board for a period of two or more years, then the determination as 
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to the years of qualified service of the member and the payment of any benefit 
shali be conclusive and the board shail not thereafter arrive at a different determi- 
nation as to the qualified service of the member or reason for payment to any 
benefit pursuant to the original determination, except in the case of fraud or 
misrepresentation of any material fact in the original application or the retirement 
application of the applicant. 


Section 13. Any member who is age 55 or older and who has completed at 
least 20 years of qualified service beginning January 1, 1978, shall be entitled to 
an annuity benefit provided he or she has been a member in good standing for a 
period of at least four years from the effective date of this act. Volunteer fire 
fighters who are members of a qualified fire department prior to January 1, 1985, 
shall not be required to be certified if they meet the requirements of this act. The 
amount of the benefits shall be determined and publicized by the board based on 
an actuarial study taking into account the number of members, amount of monies 
available, and all other factors pertaining to sound actuarial practices. Any benefit 
shall begin upon approval by the board on the date of the application of the 
member for benefits on forms provided by the board, but in no event shall the 
benefit begin prior to the termination of the member as a fire fighter. There shall 
be provided and accompany any application made pursuant to this section 
evidence satisfactory to the board as to the legitimacy of the applicant to receive 
benefits. The board may investigate any claim for benefits in order to assure that 
the person making a claim shail be entitled to receive the benefits. 


Section 14. The board shall appoint and employ an actuary to make an 
actuarial evaluation of the fund after the first three years and every three years 
thereafter, or earlier if deemed necessary, of the receipts, income, amount of 
investments, and other monies in the fund based on age, expected mortality, 
number of members, retirement status of members, and the qualified service and 
membership service of members. The actuary shall determine what amount, if 
any, of the fund may be paid out in retirement benefits, to maintain the fund in an 
actuarially solvent condition. Upon receipt of the report of the actuary, the 
executive director shall present the report to the board at a board meeting. The 
board shall make payments of retirement benefits recommended by the actuary. 
This section shall not be construed as granting the board the power to require 
higher contributions to the fund by members. 


Section 15. No benefit annuity payable under this act shall be subject to 
attachment, garnishment, or judgment rendered against any member entitled to 
receive the benefit, nor shall any benefit be assignable. All payments of benefits 
shall be paid directly to the member. 


Section 16. The annuities and benefits shall not repeal or be considered to 
be in substitution for any other benefit or annuity provided by law or by any other 
retirement system, whether municipal, county, state, Independent, or federal, 
except employees may not participate in the fund and the Alabama Peace Officers 
Association Fund. Participation by a member in this fund and in any other 
program, plan, fund, or system shall not bar participation by the member in the 
fund except as provided in this act. 
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Section 17. The assets of the fund whether in the form of cash, securities, 
or property shail be public property and exempt from any and all taxation, whether 
imposed by the state, county, municipality, or any other political subdivision of the 
state. 


Section 18. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 19. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Section 11-52-77 of the Code of Alabama 1975, so as to provide 
an alternative procedure which could be used by municipal governing bodies in 
adopting zoning ordinances or amendments thereto. 


BE fT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 11-52-77, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to read 
as follows: 


"§11-52-77. 


"No ordinance shall be passed by any municipal corporation under the 
authority of this article unless and until the municipal governing body has complied 
with the procedures set forth in either subsection (a) or subsection (b) of this 
section. 


"(a)_Prior to adoption, the proposed ordinance Ras-beer shall be published 
in full for one insertion and an additional insertion of a synopsis of the proposed 
ordinance, one week after the first Insertion, which synopsis shall refer to the date 
and name of the newspaper in which the proposed ordinance was first published; 
both such insertions shall be at least 15 days in advance of its passage and ina 
newspaper of general circulation published within the municipality, or, if there is no 
such newspaper, then by posting the proposed ordinance In four conspicuous 
places within the municipality, together with a notice stating the time and place 
that the ordinance is to be considered by the municipal legislative authorities and 
stating further that at such time and place all persons who desire shall have an 
opportunity of being heard in opposition to or in favor of such ordinance. 
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"(b)_ Prior to adoption, notice that an ordinance will be considered shall be 
published for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
county. The notice shall include the following information: 


"(1) a provision that an ordinance proposing to zone or rezone property will 
be considered by the municipal governing body pursuant to this section and that a 
copy of the proposed ordinance is available for public inspection at the city or town 


hall; 


"(2) the location of the city or town hall; 
*(3)_a map showing the location of the property; 


"(4) a general description of the property proposed to be zoned or rezoned 
including the common name by which the property is known; and 


"(5) the time and place where all persons may be heard in opposition to or 
in favor of the ordinance. The notice required by this subdivision shall be 
published in the legal section of the publication in standard form. In addition, the 
same notice shall also be published one time in the regular section of the 
newspaper which notice shall be in the form of at least a one-quarter page 


advertisement. 


*"(c) No such ordinance shall become effective until after a public hearing in 
relation thereto at which parties in interest and citizens shall have an opportunity 
to be heard.”

(a) Crime victims, as defined by law or their lawful representatives, including 
the next of kin of homicide victims, are entitled to the right to be informed, to be 
present, and to be heard when authorized, at all crucial stages of criminal 
proceedings, to the extent that these rights do not interfere with the constitutional 
rights of the person accused of committing the crime. 


(b) Nothing in this amendment or in any enabling statute adopted pursuant 
to this amendment shall be construed as creating a cause of action against the 
state or any of its agencies, officials, employees, or political subdivisions. The 
Legislature may from time to time enact enabling legislation to carry out and 
implement this amendment. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be held at the 
next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment election held more 
than three months after final adjournment of the session of the Legislature at 
which this act is adopted. The election shall be held in accordance with Sections 
284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, and the general 
election laws of this state.

The committee shall perform the following functions: 


(1) Identify and evaluate the extent of state participation needed to enhance 
the national competitiveness of the efforts to locate the National Biomedical Tracer 
Facility in Alabama. 


(2) Identify appropriate actions and recommend appropriate responses by 
the Legislature, Governor, and local governments that would contribute to locating 
the National Biomedical Tracer Facility in Alabama. 


The committee shall meet as soon as practicable after the adjournment of 
the 1994 Regular Session of the Legislature and shall select from among its 
members a chair and vice chair. Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of 
the Senate and the Clerk of the House shall provide the clerical assistance 
necessary for the committee’s work.

schools; and to repeal Section 33-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975, and other laws to 
the extent of a conflict with this act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act shall be designated as the "Alabama Boating Safety 
Reform Act of 1994." 


Section 2. Section 32-5A-191, Code of Alabama 1975, as last amended, is 
amended to read as follows: 


"§32-5A-191. 
"(a) A person shall not drive or be in actual physical control of any vehicle or 


vessel, or manipulate any water skis, aquaplane, or any other marine transporta- 


tion device on the waters of this state, as the waters are defined in Section 33-5-3, 
Code of Alabama 1975, while: 


*(1) There is 0.10 percent or more by weight of alcohol in hie the blood;, 
(2) Under the Influence of alcohol. 


"(3) Under the influence of a controlled substance to a degree which 
renders him the person incapable of safely driving:. 


"(4) Under the combined influence of alcohol and a controlled substance to 
a degree which renders him the person incapable of safely driving;-er. 


"(5) Under the influence of any substance which impairs the mental or 
physical faculties of sueh the person to a degree which renders him the person 
Incapable of safely driving. 
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"(b) The fact that any person charged with violating this section is or has 
been legally entitled to use alcohol or a controlled substance shall not constitute a 
defense against any charge of violating this section. 


*(c) Upon first conviction, a person violating this section shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not more than one year, or by 
fine of not less than $260.00 two hundred fifty dollars ($250) nor more than 
$4,000.00 one thousand dollars ($1,000), or by both sueh fine and imprisonment. 
In addition, on a first conviction, the director of public safety, in the case of a motor 
vehicle or the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources in the case 
of a vessel or other device described herein, shall suspend the driving or vessel 
operating privilege or driver's license or boater safety certification of the person so 
convicted for a period of 90 days. First time offenders convicted of driving or 
operating a vessel while under the influence of alcohol shall also be required to 
complete a DUI court referral program approved by the state administrative office 


of courts. Neither reckless driving, reckless or careless operation of a vessel, nor 
any other traffic or boating or water safety infraction is a lesser included offense 


under a charge of driving a motor vehicle or operating a vessel while under the 
influence of alcohol or controlled substances. 


"(d) On a second conviction within a five-year period, the person convicted 
of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not less than $600.00 five 
hundred dollars ($500) nor more than $2,800.00 two thousand five hundred 
dollars ($2,500) and by imprisonment, which may include hard labor in the county 
or municipal jail for not more than one year. Said The sentence te shall include a 
mandatory sentence which is not subject to suspension or probation of imprison- 
ment in the county or municipal jail for not less than 48 consecutive hours or 
community service for not less than 20 days. In addition the director of public 
safety, in the case of a motor vehicle or the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources in the case of a vessel or other marine device described, shall 
revoke the driving or vessel operating privileges or driver's license or boater safety 
certification of the person so convicted for a period of one year. 


"(e) On a third or subsequent conviction within a five-year period, the 
person convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $4,000.00 one thousand dollars ($1,000) nor more than $6,000-00 five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) and by imprisonment, which may include hard labor, in 
the county or municipal jail for not less than 60 days nor more than one year, to 
include a minimum of 60 days which shall be served in the county or municipal jail 
and which cannot be probated or suspended. In addition, the director of public 
safety, in the case of a motor vehicle or the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources in the case of a vessel or other marine device described, shall 
revoke the driving or vessel operating privilege or driver's license or boater safety 
certification of the person so convicted for a period of three years. 
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"(f) Alt Except as otherwise provided in this act, all fines collected for 


violation of this section resulting from arrests by state officers shall be paid into the 
state general fund; and except as otherwise provided, all fines so collected for 
violations resulting from arrests by county or municipal officers shall be disbursed 
as is otherwise provided for by law. All fines collected for violation of this section 


as to vessels or other marine devices on the waters of this state shall be paid into 
the State Water Safety Fund. 


"(g) A person who has been arrested for violating the-previsions-of this 
section shall not be released from jail under bond or otherwise, until there is less 
than the same percent by weight of alcohol in his the person’s blood as specified 
in subsection (a)(1) hereof. 


"(h) 'Vessel,’ for the purposes of this section, shall mean any vessel as 
defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, operated on the waters of this 


state, as defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975. 


"(i) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, all penalties and convictions 
provided by this section, including, but not limited to, all suspensions and 
revocations, shall separately, rather than cumulatively or jointly, apply to violations 
of this section relating to (a) the operation of motor vehicles, and (b) the operation 


of vessels and other marine devices.” 


Section 3. Section 32-5A-192, Code of Alabama 1975, as last amended, is 
amended to read as follows: 


"§32-5A-192. 


"(a) Whoever shall unlawfully and unintentionally cause the death of 
another person while engaged in the violation of any state law or municipal 
ordinance applying to the operation or use of a vehicle, or vessel, as defined in 
Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, or to the regulation of traffic or boating, 
shall be guilty of homicide when sueh the violation is the proximate cause of said 
the death. 


"(b) Any person convicted of homicide by vehicle or vessel! shall be fined 
not less than $600.00 five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than $2,006.00 two 
thousand dollars ($2,000), or shall be imprisoned for a term not less than one year 
nor more than five years, or may be so fined and so imprisoned. All fines collect- 


ed for violation of this section relating to vessels shall be paid into the State Water 
Safety Fund.” 


Section 4. (a) As used in this section, "personal watercraft" means a vessel 
which uses an inboard motor powering a water jet pump as its primary source of 
motive power and which is designed to be operated by a person sitting, standing, 
or kneeling on the vessel, rather than the conventional manner of sitting or 
standing inside the vessel. 
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(b) A person may not operate a personal watercraft on the waters of this 
state, as waters are defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, unless 
each person operating, riding on, or being towed by the vessel is wearing a 
personal flotation device approved by the United States Coast Guard, in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations by the Commissioner of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources. 


(c) A person operating a personal watercraft on the waters of this state that 
does not have self circling capability, shall have a lanyard type engine cutoff 
switch and must attach the lanyard to the person, clothing, or personal flotation 
device as is appropriate. 


(d) A personal watercraft shall at all times be operated on the waters of this 
state in a reasonable and prudent manner. Maneuvers which endanger life, limb, 
or property, or create a public nuisance, including, but not limited to the following, 
weaving through congested vessel traffic at high speed, following closely behind 
within the wake of a vessel towing a person or persons on water skis, surf board, 
or other water sport device, jumping the wake of another vessel travelling in the 
same direction in close proximity to the vessel, cutting between a boat and the 
person or persons being towed by that boat, or crossing at right angles in close 
proximity to the stern of another vessel or when visibility around the other vessel is 
obstructed, or steering a vessel toward any object or person in the water and 
turning sharply at close range so as to spray the object or person, shall all consti- 
tute the reckless operation of a vessel, as provided in subdivision (1) of Section 24 
of this act. Any person violating this subsection shall be punished upon conviction 
as provided in Section 24. 


(e) No person under the age of 12 shall operate a personal watercraft on 
the waters of this state, and persons who are at least 12 and over may only 
operate personal watercraft on the waters of this state to the extent otherwise 
permitted by law. 


(f) It is unlawful for the owner of any personal watercraft or any person 
having charge over or control of a personal watercraft to authorize or knowingly 
permit these to be operated on the waters of this state by a person in violation of 
this section. 


(g) No person shall tow any person by personal watercraft unless the 
personal! watercraft is equipped with a rearview mirror meeting the specifications 
established by regulation of the Commissioner of the Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources. 


(h) Any person who violates this section, except as otherwise provided in 
subsection (d), shall be guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, punishable upon convic- 
tion as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. All 
persons so convicted shail be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). All 
fines collected for violation of this section shall be paid into the State Water Safety 
Fund. 
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(i) This section does not apply to a performer engaged in a professional 
exhibition or a person participating in a regatta, race, marine parade, tournament, 
or exhibition held in compliance with Section 33-5-27, Code of Alabama 1975, and 
any rules and regulations issued by the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources. 


Section 5. (a) Every person, except those specifically exempted by statuto- 
ry enactment, within five years from the effective date of this act, shall procure a 
boater safety certification before operating a motorized vessel upon the waters of 
this state, as defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975. Notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary herein, an Alabama resident 16 years of age and older, 
who has not been previously issued a boater safety certification, may for a period 
of thirty (30) days following the date of sale of the vessel to the person, operate 
the vessel upon the waters provided the following conditions are met: (1) the 
vessel has been registered in the name of the person; and (2) a notarized bill of 
sale for the vessel, indicating that the person is the purchaser and owner of the 
vessel, is in the possession of the person at all times of operation. In addition, any 
person while taking test drives of vessels for sale when accompanied by a 
licensed vessel dealer, shall be exempt during the drive from the certification. 
Every new resident of the State of Alabama, before operating a motorized vessel, 
shall procure the certification within 30 days after establishing residence in this 
state. 


(b) Each boater safety certification issued to a person, if issued at the same 
time the person is issued a valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner license, 
or valid Alabama nondriver identification card, or if issued prior to the expiration 
date of the driver or learner license or card, shall expire on the expiration date of 
the person’s valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner license or card. In all 
other cases, the expiration date of each boater safety certification shall be four 
years from the date of issuance. 


(c) Every boater safety certification issued under this act may be renewed 
at the end of the certification period without examination upon application. For the 
purpose of renewal of a boater safety certification, the Department of Public 
Safety shall mail renewal notices to each certification holder 30 days after the 
expiration date if the certification has not been renewed. A grace period of 60 
days after the expiration date of certification shall exist for the purpose of certifica- 
tion renewal and the certification shall be valid for this time period. The applicant 
shall apply for renewal of certification anytime during a period beginning 30 days 
before the expiration date of the then current certification until one year after the 
expiration date of certification. Failure to make application for renewal within the 
specified time shall result in the applicant being required to take, and successfully 
pass, a written or oral examination as administered by the Department of Public 
Safety. If any person’s birthday is February 29, the first day of March following 
Shall be regarded as the birthday for the purposes of this section. 
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(d) Nonresidents at least 12 years of age who have in their immediate 
possession a valid boater safety certification or vessel operator's certification 
issued in their home state or country shall be exempt from the requirements of this 
section, but under no circumstances shall a person be granted any privileges of 
operation beyond those granted to an Alabama resident certification holder of the 
same age. 


(e) Nonresidents at least 12 years of age whose home state or country does 
not require boater safety certification or the licensing of vessel operators shall also 
be exempt from the requirements of this section for a cumulative operation period 
of not more than 45 days in any calendar year, if the vessel so operated is duly 
registered in the home state or country. Otherwise, any nonresidents shall be 
examined and certified under the same terms and conditions as Alabama 
residents. Nonresidents may be examined and obtain certification in any county 
and the certification shall be entitled "Nonresident Alabama Boater Safety 
Certification,” but under no circumstances shall a person be granted any privileges 
of operation beyond those granted to an Alabama resident certification holder of 
the same age. 


(f) A person operating a vessel pursuant to a valid and legal commercial 
activity, shall, during the period of time of that activity only, be exempt from the 
requirement of boater safety certification. Otherwise, the person shall be subject 
to the requirement. 


(g) A person, while using a rental vessel, shall be exempt from the certifica- 
tion requirements of this section if the following conditions are met: 


(1) The person rents a vessel from a boat rental business duly licensed by 
the municipality or the county if the following three conditions are met: 


a. The rental contract specifies that the lessee has been instructed in the 
proper and safe operation of the vessel by the lessor or the authorized agent of 
the lessor, and 


b. The lessor in fact has complied with the terms of rental contract and all 
parties sign the contract, and 


c. The lessee is not currently under suspension or revocation of any boater 
safety certification or vessel operation privilege in this state. 


Section 6. (a) Every person who applies for a boater safety certification 
under this act, except as otherwise provided in this subsection, shall pay a five 
dollar ($5) application fee and be given either a certificate of exemption from 
examination if applicable, or will be given an examination, either written or oral, 
before applying to the judge of probate or license commissioner for the issuance 
of the certification. No person shall be eligible for, or issued, an exemption from 
examination in the event the person is convicted, on or after the effective date of 
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this act, of violating any crime relating to the operation of a vessel, whether 
contained in this act or otherwise, for which a person’s boater safety certification 
or vessel operating privileges shall be suspended or revoked pursuant to this act. 
The person shall first apply to either the officer, state trooper, or duly authorized 
agent of the Director of Public Safety, designated by the Director of Public Safety 
to conduct examinations for the county of the applicant’s residence, and a minor 
shall furnish a certified copy of a birth certificate or a certified statement from the 
county superintendent of education in which the applicant resides or the 
superintendent of the school which the person attends, to prove age and upon 
proof shalt immediately be examined. Any operator of a boat who is 40 years of 
age or older, whether a resident or a non-resident, as of the effective date of this 
act, shall be granted a certificate of exemption only from the certification examina- 
tion requirements of this act, but shall be subject to all the other requirements of 
this act. Any operator of a boat or vessel that is a holder of a current valid United 
States Coast Guard license issued under Section 46, Code of Federal 
Regulations, Part 10, is exempt from the safety certification requirements of 
Section 5, only while performing the duties of the operator, including, but not 
limited to, the following: carrying passengers for hire on United States navigable 
waters; on all towboats greater than 26 feet engaged in towing; on any steam 
propelled vessel; on any sea-going vessel greater than 200 gross tons; on any 
vessel engaged in off-shore oil or mineral production; and on all boats or vessels 
over 200 gross tons. Also exempt from the safety certification requirements of 
Section 5, only upon proof of valid documentation and only while performing 
commercial fishing duties, is an operator of a commercial fishing vessel or boat. A 
person holding a valid United States Coast Guard motorboat operator’s license, 
and a person submitting a valid certificate of successful completion of any of the 
following boating courses: (a) United States Power Squadron, (b) United States 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, or (c) any State of Alabama Marine Police Division 
approved boating safety course, shall be exempt from the examination 
requirements, and shall be issued a certificate of exemption from examination, for 
a boater safety certification, but shall be subject to all other requirements of this 
act. 


(b) A person may be examined in a county other than the county 
designated by the Director of Public Safety by agreement in writing with the 
Director of Public Safety. 


(c) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources shall, 
without the requirement of promulgation of rules and regulations, establish from 
time to time as necessary the kind of examination or test to be given, which shall 
be of similar length and content as the motor vehicle driver license examination, 
and the method and manner of giving the test and ascertaining and reporting the 
results. Reports of all examinations shall be on forms provided by the Director of 
Public Safety and shall show whether or not the applicant passed the examination. 
No provision of this subsection shall be construed to require a test of driving skills. 
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(d) If the applicant passes the examination, a certificate to that effect shall 
be given, on a form provided by the Director of Public Safety by the officer, state 
trooper, or duly authorized agent of the Director of Public Safety conducting the 
test. The person shall present the certificate, or the certificate of exemption from 
examination if applicable, to the judge of probate or license commissioner of the 
county, together with the application for a boater safety certification, and the judge 
of probate or license commissioner shall attach the certificate to the application 
and forward it to the Director of Public Safety along with the application at the time 
the application is sent. 


(e) If any person fails to pass the examination given, no certificate shall be 
given and no application for a boater safety certification shall be accepted by a 
judge of probate or license commissioner unless it is accompanied by a certificate 
showing that the applicant has passed the examination. 


(f) The application fees shall be retained by the Department of Public Safety 
and are appropriated on a continuous basis and shall be utilized and expended for 
boating safety or law enforcement purposes and shall not revert to the General 
Fund at the end of the fiscal year. 


Section 7. (a) Unless otherwise provided in this act, upon the installation of 
a system for the issuance of boater safety certifications with color photographs of 
holders, all certifications and renewals issued in this state shall be issued in the 
following manner: 


(1) The person shall apply under oath to the judge of probate or license 
commissioner of the county of residence for the certification or renewal upon a 
form which shall be provided by the Director of Public Safety. 


(2) Subject to the other provisions of this section, the judge of probate or 
license commissioner shall take a color photograph of the holder, with equipment 
to be furnished by the Department of Public Safety, to be attached to each appli- 
cation. 


(b) Itis the legislative intent to implement and maintain a boater safety 
certification program at the lowest possible cost to the citizens of Alabama. 
Consistent with this goal, it is the legislative intent to not require payment for 
boater safety certifications when certifications are obtained at the time of issuance 
of a valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner license or valid Alabama 
nondriver identification card, but rather utilize one card for those purposes. 


(c) The following requirements shall apply to persons obtaining boater 
safety certifications other than at the time of issuance of their Alabama motor 
vehicle driver or learner license or identification card: 
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For the purpose of defraying the cost of issuing boater safety certifications 
with color photographs of the holder thereon, the judge of probate or license 
commissioner shall collect for each certification the sum of twenty dollars ($20) for 
a four-year certification, and the judge of probate or license commissioner shall 
give the applicant a boater safety certification, but validly licensed Alabama motor 
vehicle driver or learner license holders or holders of valid Alabama nondriver 
identification cards, obtaining certifications prior to the expiration date of an 
Alabama driver or learner license or identification card, shall be issued a tempo- 
rary certification which shall expire on the expiration date of the driver or learner 
license or card, the cost of which shall be an issuance fee of one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50), and the fee amount shall be retained by the probate judge and 
distributed as otherwise provided for issuance fees in Section 8. 


(d) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, in the event the applicant is, at 
the time of issuance, also issued a valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner 
license or valid Alabama nondriver identification card, then the applicant shall not 
be required to pay any additional amount for the boater safety certification. Any 
person may have a duplicate card issued, at the same cost as the original, for the 
convenience of the individual. The duplicate shall be marked "duplicate". 


Section 8. At the close of business on Monday of each week, when any 
application has been received, the judge of probate receiving the application shall 
prepare a report upon a form which shall be provided by the Director of Public 
Safety. One copy of the report, together with all applications received, shall be 
forwarded to the Director of Public Safety and one copy shall be retained by the 
judge of probate. On the tenth day of every month, the judge of probate shall 
prepare a report showing the number of applications received and the amount of 
fees received during the previous calendar month; provided, that the report shall 
be prepared on the twentieth day in October, November, and December. One 
copy of the report shall be forwarded to the Director of Public Safety, one to the 
Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, one to the State 
Comptroller, and one to the State Treasurer, and the judge of probate shall retain 
a copy. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the judge of probate shall also at 
that time deliver to the state treasurer the amount of all the fees collected, less 
one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) for each boater safety certification issued, which 
sum shall be retained by him or her. Except in counties where the judge of 
probate is compensated by fees, each one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) retained 
by the judge of probate shall be paid into the Public Highway and Traffic Fund of 
the county. In counties where the judge of probate is compensated by fees, two- 
fifths of each one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) retained by the judge of probate 
shall be for his or her own use, and no other or further charge shall be made for 
services rendered in taking or receiving applications or issuing permits. The 
remaining three-fifths shall be paid into the Public Highway and Traffic Fund of the 
county. This section, providing for the allocation of the one dollar and fifty cents 
($1.50) retained by the judge of probate in counties where the judge of probate is 
compensated by fees, shall not repeal any local statutes or general statutes of 
local application providing for a different allocation of the one dollar and fifty cents 
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($1.50). The funds remitted to the state treasurer under this section, shall be 
deposited into the Public Safety Law Enforcement Fund within the State Treasury. 
Ail money deposited in the state treasury to the credit of the Public Safety Law 
Enforcement Fund shall be expended for law enforcement purposes and shall be 
appropriated on a continuous basis and shall not revert to the General Fund of the 
State Treasury. 


Section 9. Each boater safety certification issued by the Department of 
Public Safety, except for temporary certifications issued pursuant to Section 7, or 
except special circumstances as determined by the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, shall bear thereon a distinguishing number assigned to the holder 
and a color photograph of the holder, the name, birth date, address, and a de- 
scription of the holder, who, for the purpose of identification and as a condition 
precedent to the validity of the certification, immediately upon receipt thereof, shall 
endorse his or her usual or regular signature in ink upon the certification in the 
space provided, unless a facsimile of the holder's signature appears. 


The photo boater safety certification, as provided in Section 7 of this act, 
shall have a photo core that meets the minimum width and length dimensions 
specified in ANSI standards X4.13-1971 and ANSI standard CR80, plus or minus 
1/4 inch. In addition to all current and existing fees, the Department of Public 
Safety may charge an additional fee to recover the cost of obtaining boater safety 
certifications and terminal support equipment from the supplier. The fee may not 
exceed ten cents ($.10) over the actual cost of obtaining the necessary material 
from the supplier. Revenues collected under this section shall be used by the 
department for the sole purpose of this program and any excess shall revert to the 
state general fund at the end of each fiscal year. 


Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, in the event a person is issued a 
valid Alabama motor vehicle driver or learner license, or valid Alabama nondriver 
identification card at the same time as issuance of the boater safety certification, 
the certification shall consist of a notification on the driver or learner license or the 
identification card, at no additional cost for notification, that the person is also the 
holder of a boater safety certification. No additional fees shall be collected or 
retained for the issuance of a boater safety certification under these 
circumstances. Any person may have a duplicate card issued, at the same cost 
as the original cost, for the convenience of the individual. The duplicate shall be 
marked "duplicate". 


Section 10. A boater safety certification shall not be issued to the following 
persons: 


(1) Any person less than 12 years of age. 
(2) Any person whose vessel operating right or privilege is suspended. 


(3) Any person whose vessel operating right or privilege is revoked. 
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(4) Any person who is an habitual drunkard or addict to the use of narcotic 
drugs. 


(5) Any person adjudged insane or an idiot, imbecile, or feeble-minded, until 
restored to competency by judicial judgment, or released from a hospital for the 
insane or feeble-minded, upon certification by the superintendent or medical 
director that the person is competent, and upon certification by the Director of 
Public Safety or examining officer that the person is competent to operate a vessel 
with safety to persons and property. 


(6) Any person afflicted with or suffering from a physical or mental disability 
which, in the opinion of the Director of Public Safety or examining officer will 
prevent the person from exercising reasonable and ordinary control over a vessel. 


Section 11. (a) Any person with physical disabilities, a record of an impair- 
ment or regarded as having an impairment, shall be subject to the same laws, 
rules, and regulations set forth by the Department of Public Safety and the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Natural Resources relating to the certification of an 
individual to operate a vessel. 


(b) Notwithstanding any law, rule, or regulation, the Department of Public 
Safety shall not refuse to issue or renew any certification for the operation of a 
vessel on the grounds of physical appearance, speculations, or generalizations 
that the individual’s physical impairment would impede that person’s ability to 
operate a vessel in a safe manner without probable cause to believe the person’s 
ability to operate a vessel in a safe manner is in fact impaired. 


(c) If the department refuses to issue a certification or arbitrarily questions 
the person’s abilities, based on physical appearance or speculated inability to 
operate a vessel in a safe manner, the person shall have a right to an impartial 
hearing before the Director of Public Safety or his or her designee. At the hearing, 
the person shall have the right to be represented by counsel and to present 
witnesses including, but not limited to, a physician of choice. The person may 
appeal any decision to the circuit court of competent jurisdiction for a trial de novo. 


(d) This section shall be interpreted to be consistent with and to further the 
purposes and policies of Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as 
amended, 34 CFR Part 104 and P.L. 101-336, The Americans with Disabilities Act 
of 1990, together with implementing regulations, and amendments to the laws and 
regulations. 


Section 12. Every holder of a boater safety certification shall have the 
certification In personal possession at all times when operating a motorized vessel 
and shall display the certificate upon demand of a judge of any court, a peace 
officer, state marine police officer, or a state trooper. No person charged with 
violating this section shall be convicted, if the person produces in court or in the 
office of the arresting officer a boater safety certification issued prior to the arrest 
and valid at the time of arrest. 
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Section 13. The Director of Public Safety and Commissioner of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources are empowered to enter into reciprocal agreements 
with other states constituting an exchange of rights or privileges in the use of 
boater safety certifications, vessel operator’s certifications, or vessel operating 
privileges, within this state by residents of other states. Nothing in this act shall in 
any way affect the revocation of certifications of another state. The reciprocal 
agreement can be annulled on notice issued to either party by the other party 
within 30 days. No agreement shall authorize a person who has been a resident 
of this state for the past 90 days to operate a motorized vessel in this state without 
a valid boater safety certification issued by the Director of Public Safety of this 
state. 


Section 14. (a) The Director of Public Safety, upon issuing a boater safety 
certification, shall have authority whenever the holder is impaired from a physical 
disability to impose restrictions suitable to the holder’s operating ability with 
respect to the type of or special mechanical control devices required on a vessel 
which the holder may operate or other restrictions applicable to the holder as the 
Director of Public Safety or Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
may determine to be appropriate to assure the safe operation of a vessel by the 
holder. 


(b) The Director of Public Safety may either issue a special restricted 
certification or may set forth restrictions upon the usual certification form in the 
issuance of certification under subsection (a) of this section. 


(c) The Conservation Commissioner may, upon receiving satisfactory 
evidence of any violation of the restrictions of certification subject to subsection 
(a), suspend the certification but the person shall be entitled to a hearing as upon 
a suspension under Section 29 of this act. 


(d) It shall be a Class C misdemeanor for any person to operate a vessel in 
any manner in violation of the restrictions Imposed in a restricted certification. Any 
fines collected for the violation of this section shall be deposited into the State 
Water Safety Fund. 


Section 15. The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
may establish and promulgate reasonable rules and regulations, not in conflict 
with the laws of this state, concerning operation of vessels and concerning the 
enforcement of this act. All fines collected shall be deposited into the State Water 
Safety Fund. Specifically, but not by way of limitation, the commissioner may 
establish, by regulation, in addition to all other penalties, a point system by which 
boater safety certifications may be suspended or revoked, as well as hearing 
procedures related to the suspension or revocation of certifications. Unless 
otherwise provided by law, the penalty for the violation of any rules and 
regulations promulgated under this act shall be a Class C misdemeanor 
punishable upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and I3A-5-12, Code 
of Alabama 1975. A person so convicted shall be fined not less than fifty dollars 


($50). 
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Section 16. The Director of Public Safety shall file every application for a 
boater safety certification received by him and shall maintain suitable indices. The 
Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources shall also file all accident 
reports and abstracts of court records of convictions received under the laws of 
this state and, in that connection, maintain convenient records or make suitable 
notations in order that an individual record of each certification holder showing the 
convictions of and the accidents in which the holder has been involved. The 
record shall be readily ascertainable and available for the consideration of the 
commissioner and director upon any application for renewal of certification and at 
other suitable times. 


Section 17. (a) In the event any boater safety certification issued under this 
act is lost or destroyed, the person may upon payment of a fee of five dollars ($5) 
and upon furnishing proof to the Director of Public Safety that the certificate has 
been lost or destroyed, secure a duplicate. The second and subsequent 
duplicates applied for will require the payment of a fee of fifteen dollars ($15) and, 
upon furnishing proof to the Director of Public Safety that the previously held 
certification or duplicate has been lost or destroyed, secure a duplicate. Applica- 
tion for the duplicate shali be made to the Director of Public Safety on forms 
provided by the official. The fee shall be collected by the director, paid into the 
state treasury and credited to the Department of Public Safety. The fee shall be 
retained by the Department of Public Safety and is appropriated on a continuous 
basis and shall be utilized and expended for boating safety or law enforcement 
purposes and shall not revert to the General Fund at the end of the fiscal year. 


(b) Any person making a false affidavit to the Director of Public Safety for 
the purpose of obtaining a duplicate certification shall be guilty of a Class C 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished as provided in Sections 
13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be 
fined not less than fifty dollars ($50). All fines collected for the violation of this 
subsection shall be deposited into the State Water Safety Fund. 


(c) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, however, the person shall not 
be required to pay any additional fees for the reissuance of a lost or destroyed 
certification as denoted on any reissued Jost or destroyed motor vehicle driver 
license, when the license and a boater safety certification were previously issued 
at the same time. 


Section 18. Any person whose boater safety certification has been 
cancelled, suspended, or revoked under any provision of Alabama law, by the 
Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, or by any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction shall, upon application for reinstatement of the certification, pay to 
the Director of Public Safety a fee of fifty dollars ($50) for each cancellation, 
suspension, or revocation action. An additional fifty dollars ($50) is imposed if the 
cancelled, suspended, or revoked certification is not voluntarily surrendered within 
30 days of a cancellation, suspension, or revocation notice. Upon receipt of the 
reinstatement fee, clearance for recertification will be provided. The second and 
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any subsequent clearance for recertification for this action will be provided for a 
fee of five dollars ($5). Upon reinstatement the holder is required to obtain a 
duplicate certification with a new photograph and current personal data. Fees 
collected by the director under this section shall be retained by the Department of 
Public Safety and shall not be returned to the applicant for reinstatement of 
certification, notwithstanding what action the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources may take on the person’s application for reinstatement of 
certification. 


Section 19. (a) Any person of whom a boater safety certification is 
required, who operates a motorized vessel on the waters of this state as the terms 
are defined in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, without first complying with 
this act, or the rules and regulations promulgated, shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction is punishable as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 
and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


(b) Any person who willfully makes a false statement under oath, in an 
application or renewal for a boater safety certification, shall be guilty of perjury and 
upon conviction is punishable as provided by law. 


(c) Any person who willfully conceals or withholds a material fact called for 
in an application for or renewal of a boater safety certification with intent to obtain 
certification by fraud shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction, is punishable as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of 
Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not less than fifty dollars 


($50). 


(d) Any person who violates any provision of this act for which no fixed 
punishment is prescribed or who violates any rule or regulation promulgated as 
authorized by this act shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction, is punishable as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of 
Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not less than fifty dollars 


($50). 


(e) All fines, penalties, or forfeitures imposed and collected under this act 
shall be forwarded immediately by the officer of the court who collects them to the 
Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, together with a report 
giving a list and description of each case in which a fine, penalty, or forfeiture was 
collected. The reports shall be on forms provided by the commissioner and shall 
contain information as the commissioner may require. All moneys received by the 
commissioner shall be covered by him immediately upon receipt into the state 
treasury to the credit of the State Water Safety Fund. Any officer of the court who 
fails to make the reports provided for or who fails to remit any fines, penalties, or 
forfeitures, as provided by law, and collected under this act in the manner provided 
shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be fined not 
more than one hundred dollars ($100). 
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Section 20. Any person whose boater safety certification or vessel 
operator's certification issued in this or another state or whose vessel operating 
privilege as a nonresident has been cancelled, suspended, or revoked, as provid- 
ed in this act, and who operates any motorized vessel upon the waters of this 
state while certification or privilege is cancelled, suspended, or revoked shall be 
guilty of a Class C misdemeanor and, upon conviction, is punishable as provided 
in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so 
convicted shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). Also, at the 
discretion of the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, the 
person's certification or privilege may be revoked for an additional revocation 
period of six months. 


Section 21. (a) Every applicant for an original boater safety certification 
shall be required to pay an application fee of five dollars ($5) to the Department of 
Public Safety upon applying to the officer, state trooper, or duly authorized agent 
of the Director of Public Safety, or to one of them where there is more than one 
designated by the Director of Public Safety, to conduct examinations in the county 
of the applicant's residence. The five dollar ($5) application fee shall be required 
prior to the issuance of each certification of examination or exemption from 
examination. 


(b) The Department of Public Safety shall issue proper receipts for the 
application fee. The application fees are appropriated on a continuous basis to 
the Department of Public Safety, and shall be retained by the department and 
utilized for boating safety or law enforcement purposes and shall not revert to the 
State General Fund at the end of each fiscal year. 


Section 22. (a) All persons under eight years of age on board any vessel or 
boat of any kind on the waters of this state shall at all times wear a United States 
Coast Guard approved wearable personal flotation device of proper size for the 
person, except that no personal flotation device shall be required for any person 
who Is inside of an enclosed cabin or enclosed sleeping space regardless of 
whether the vessel in in operation. 


(b) Any personal flotation devices required in this section shall be strapped, 
snapped, or zippered securely and maintained in good condition at all times they 
are required to be worn. 


(c) Any person who fails to require or permits any person under their legal 
custody or control to fail to comply with, the requirements of this section, shall be 
guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, and upon conviction is punishable as provided in 
Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so 
convicted shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


Section 23. Section 33-5-26, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to read 
as follows: 
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"§33-5-26. 


"(a) No person shall operate a vessel on any waters of this state for towing 
@ person or persons, on water skis, or an aquaplane or similar any other recre- 
ational device, unless there is in suck the vessel a person, in addition to the 


operator, in-a-pes 


the-porsen-or-porsons_boing-towed, who is at loast 12 years of age and is 
observing and is capable of communicating to the operator of the vessel the 
progress and safety of the person or persons being towed, or the vessel is 
equipped with a wide angle mirror with a viewing surface of at least 78 square 
inches and a field of vision of at least 170 degrees. 


"(b) No person shall operate a vessel on any waters of this state towing a 
person or persons on water skis, aquaplane or similar any other recreational 
device, nor shall any person engage in water skiing, aquaplaning, or similar 
activity, at any time between the hours from ene-heurafter sunset to one-hour 
befere sunrise. 


"(c) Fhe-previcions-of subsections Subsections (a) and (b) of this section do 


not apply to a performer engaged in a professional exhibition or a person or 
persons participating in an official regatta, motorboat race, marine parade, 
tournament, or exhibition. 


"(d) No person except in jump buoys and like objects used normally in 
competitive and recreational skiing shall operate or manipulate any vessel, tow 
rope, or other device by which the direction or location of water skis, aquaplane, or 
eimilar any other recreational device may be affected or controlled in sueh-way-as 
a manner to cause the water skis, aquaplane, or simiar other recreational device, 
or any person thereon, to collide with or strike against any object or person. 


"(@) Subsection (a) shall not apply to personal watercraft as defined In 


Section 4 of this act. 


"(f) Any person who violates this section shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 
13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not 


less than one hundred dollars ($100).” 


Section 24. (a) itis unlawful to operate a vessel in a reckless manner upon 
the waters of this state. A person Is gulity of the reckless operation of a vessel 
who operates any vessel, or manipulates any water skis, aquaplane, or other 
marine transportation device, upon the waters of this state in willful or wanton 
disregard for the safety of persons or property at a speed, or in a manner to 
endanger, or likely to endanger, life, limb, or damage the property of, or injure any 
person. Any person who violates this subsection is guilty of a Class A 
misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 
13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not 
less than one hundred fifty dollars ($150). 
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(b) Any person operating a vessel upon the waters of this state shall 
operate the vessel in a reasonable and prudent manner, so as not to endanger the 
life, limb, or property of any person. The endangerment of life, limb, or property 
through the negligence, carelessness, or inattention of any person operating a 
vessel on the waters of this state shall constitute careless operation. Vessel wake 
and shoreline wash resulting from the reasonable and prudent operation of a 
vessel shall, absent negligence, not constitute damage or endangerment to 
property. Any person who violates this subsection is guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 
13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


(c) Each person operating a vessel upon the waters of this state shall 
comply with all of the rules and regulations of the Marine Police Division of the 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources. 


(1) A person whose violation of the rules and regulations results ina 
boating accident, but whose violation did not constitute reckless or careless 
operation of a vessel, is guilty of a Class C misdemeanor punishable upon convic- 
tion as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any 
person so convicted shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


(2) A person whose violation of the rules and regulations does not result in 
a boating accident and does not constitute reckless or careless operation of a 
vessel is guilty of a Class C misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provid- 
ed in Sections 13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so 
convicted shall be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50). 


(d) In addition to all other penalties contained in this section, any person 
convicted of violating this section shall be subject to the revocation or suspension 
of their boating safety certification or vessel operator’s certification or vessel 
operating privileges upon the waters of this state, as provided by law and rules 
and regulations of the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources. 


Section 25. (a) It shall be unlawful for the operator of a vessel, when the 
vessel is operated at or above plane speed, to position or allow the positioning of, 
persons or equipment, including but not limited to, seats, coolers, tackle, ski, and 
tubing devices, in a manner that would obstruct the operator’s view to impair, or 
would otherwise impair, the safe operation of the vessel while operating on the 
waters of this state. Sailboats and auxiliary sailboats are exempt from this section. 


(b) Any person violating this section shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished as provided by Sections 
13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be 
fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 
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Section 26. (a) It shall be unlawful on the waters of this state for any 
person to operate, or give permission to another person to operate, any vessel 
less than 24 feet in length having an open construction and having more than 50 
horsepower, unless the vessel is equipped with an emergency engine or motor 
shut-off switch. 


(b) The shut-off switch referred to in subsection (a), shall be a lanyard-type 
engine cutoff switch and shall be attached to the person, clothing, or personal 
flotation device of the operator, as is appropriate, and shall be constructed and 
installed in a manner so that when in use, any removal of the operator from the 
normal operating station will result in the immediate shut-off of the engine or 
motor. 


(c) For the purpose of this section, "open construction” means any vessel 
described herein not having a permanently affixed top or cabin. 


(d) Any person violating this section shall be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punishable as provided by Sections 
13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be 
fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


Section 27. No person shall under any circumstances operate a vessel! on 
the waters of this state in excess of a speed zone established by regulation of the 
Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources. The commissioner may 
promulgate rules and regulations establishing speed zones, in areas on the waters 
of this state as deemed hazardous by the commissioner. 


Section 28. (a) Except in case of emergency, no person shall moor or 
fasten a vessel to a lawfully placed aid-to-navigation marker, sign, or buoy, 
regulatory marker, sign, or buoy, or area boundary marker, sign, or buoy, placed 
or executed by any governmental agency. 


(b) No person shall willfully damage, alter, or move a lawfully placed aid-to- 
navigation marker, sign, or buoy, regulatory marker, sign, or buoy, or area bound- 
ary marker, sign, or buoy. 


(c) Any person violating this section shall! be guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provided in Sections 13A-5-7 and 
13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars ($100). 


Section 29. (a) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
may cancel any boater safety certification upon determining that the holder of the 
certification was not entitled to the issuance or that the holder failed to give the 
correct or required information in the application for certification. Upon cancella- 
tion the holder shall surrender the certification cancelled and any duplicate. A 
holder who refuses to surrender the certification and any duplicate shall be guilty 
of a Class C misdemeanor, punishable upon conviction as provided in Sections 
13A-5-7 and 13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. 
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(b) The privilege of operating a vessel on the waters of this state, as defined 
in Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be subject to suspension or 
revocation by the commissioner in like manner and for like cause as a boater 
safety certification may be suspended or revoked. 


(c) The commissioner may, upon receiving a record of the conviction in this 
state of a nonresident operator of a vessel of any offense, forward a certified copy 
of the record to the boater safety administrator in the state where the person was 
convicted Is a resident. 


(d) When a nonresident’s operating privilege or Alabama boater safety 
certification is suspended or revoked, the commissioner may forward a certified 
copy of the record of the action to the boater safety administrator in the state 
where the person resides. 


(e) The commissioner may suspend or revoke the boater safety certification 
of any person in this state or the privilege of any person to operate a vessel on the 
waters of this state upon receiving notice of the conviction of the person in another 
state of any offense therein which, if committed in this state, would be grounds for 
the suspension or revocation of the boater safety certification or vessel operating 
privilege of a vessel operator. 


(f) The commissioner may give effect to conduct of a resident in another 
state as is provided by the laws of this state had the conduct occurred in this state. 


(g) Whenever any person /s convicted of any offense for which this act 
makes mandatory the revocation of the certification of the person, the court in 
which the conviction Is had shal! require the surrender of the certification 
documents and duplicates of any boater safety certification then held by the 
person convicted and the court shall thereupon forward the proof of certification 
surrendered together with a record of the conviction to the commissioner. 


(h) Every court with jurisdiction over offenses committed under this act, or 
any other law of this state, or municipal ordinance adopted by a local authority, 
regulating the operation of vessels on the waters, shall forward to the 
commissioner, within 10 days of a record of the conviction of any person in the 
court for a violation of any laws for which the person is subject to boater safety 
certification or vessel operating privilege suspension or revocation, and the court 
may recommend the suspension of the certification or vessel operating privilege of 
the person so convicted. 


(i) For the purposes of this section, the term "conviction" shall mean a final 
conviction. Also, for the purposes of this section, an unvacated forfeiture of bail or 
collateral deposited to secure a defendant’s appearance in court, a plea of nolo 
contendere accepted by the court, the payment of a fine, a plea of guilty or a 
finding of guilt of a boating or vessel operation violation charge, shall be equivalent 
to a conviction regardless of whether the penalty is rebated, suspended, or 
probated. 
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(j) The commissioner shall forthwith revoke the certification or vessel 
operating privilege of any person upon receiving a record of the person’s convic- 
tion of any of the following offenses: 


(1) Manslaughter or homicide by vehicle or vessel resulting from the opera- 
tion of a vessel. 


(2) Any violation of Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 1975, which 
requires revocation. 


(3) Any offense of any law or regulation for which mandatory revocation is 
required upon conviction. 


(4) Any felony in the commission of which a vessel is used. 


(5) Failure to stop, render aid, or identify the person as required under the 
laws of this state in the event of a boating accident resulting in the death or 
personal injury of another. 


(6) Perjury or the making of a false affidavit or statement under oath to the 
Director of Public Safety or Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
under this act or under any other law or regulation relating to the ownership or 
operation of vessels. 


(7) Conviction upon three charges of reckless or careless operation of a 
vessel committed within a period of 12 months. 


(8) Unauthorized use of a vessel belonging to another, which act does not 
amount to a felony. 


(k) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources may sus- 
pend the certification or operating privilege of a vessel operator without 
preliminary hearing upon a showing by its records or other sufficient evidence that 
the operator did the following: 


(1) Has committed an offense for which mandatory revocation is required 
upon conviction. 


(2) Has been convicted of any offense under Section 32-5A-191 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for suspension. 


(3) Has been convicted of any offense of any law or regulation which 
provides for suspension. 


(4) Has been convicted with frequency of serious offenses against boating 
or vessel operation laws or regulations governing the movement of vessels as to 
indicate a disrespect for boating or vessel operation laws and a disregard for the 
safety of other persons on the waters of this state. 
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(5) Is an habitually reckless, careless, or negligent operator of a vessel, 
established by a record of accidents, or by other evidence. 


(6) Is incompetent to operate a vessel. 
(7) Has permitted an unlawful or fraudulent use of certification. 


(8) Has committed an offense in another state which if committed in this 
state would be grounds for suspension or revocation. 


(9) Has been convicted of fleeing or attempting to elude a Marine Police 
Officer. 


(10) Has violated a restricted boater safety certification pursuant to Section 
14 of this act. 


(1) Upon suspending the certification or operating privilege of any person, 
the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources shall immediately notify 
the person in writing and upon request shall afford the person an opportunity for a 
hearing as early as practicable, not to exceed 30 days after receipt of the request, 
in the county where the person resides or in Montgomery County in the case of a 
nonresident, unless the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
and the person agree that the hearing may be held in some other county. The 
hearing shall be before the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
or a duly authorized agent. At the hearing the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources, or duly authorized agent, may administer oaths and may issue 
subpoenas for the attendance of witnesses and the production of relevant books 
and papers, and may require a reexamination of the person. At the hearing, the 
Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources, or duly authorized agent, 
shall either rescind its order of suspension or, upon good cause shown, may 
continue, modify, or extend the suspension or revoke the certification or operating 
privilege of the person. If the certification or operating privilege has been 
suspended as a result of the person's operation while under the influence of 
alcohol, the commissioner or agent conducting the hearing shall take into account, 
among other relevant factors, the person’s successful completion of any duly 
established waterway intoxication seminar, "DUI counterattack course”, or similar 
educational program designed for problem drinking operators. If the hearing is 
conducted by a duly authorized agent instead of by the Commissioner of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources, the action of the agent shall first be approved by 
the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources prior to implementa- 
tion. 


(m) At the end of the period of suspension, a certification surrendered to the 
Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources under subsection (n) shall 
be returned to the person. 
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(n) The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources upon 
cancelling, suspending, or revoking a certification shall require that proof of 
certification and any duplicates be surrendered to and be retained by the Commis- 
sioner of Conservation and Natural Resources. Any person whose certification 
has been cancelled, suspended, or revoked shall immediately return the certifica- 
tion and any duplicates to the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural 
Resources. If the person refuses to surrender the certification, the person shall be 
guilty of a Class C misdemeanor punishable as provided by law. 


(0) Any resident or nonresident whose certification or privilege to operate a 
vessel in this state has been suspended or revoked, as provided in this section, 
shall not operate a vessel in this state under a certification, or other approved valid 
document issued by any other jurisdiction or otherwise during the suspension or 
after revocation until a new Alabama certification or privilege is obtained as 
permitted under this act. 


(p) Any person denied a certification or whose certification or operating 
privilege has been cancelled, suspended, or revoked by the Commissioner of 
Conservation and Natural Resources, except where cancellation, suspension, or 
revocation is mandatory under this act, shall have the right to file a petition within 
30 days for a hearing in the matter in the circuit court in the county wherein the 
person resides, or in the case of cancellation, suspension, or revocation of a 
nonresident’s certification or operating privilege in the county in which the main 
office of the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources is located, and 
the circult court is vested with jurisdiction for hearing the petitions for certification 
or operating privilege. The circuit court shall set the matter for hearing upon 30 
days’ written notice to the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
and take testimony, examine the facts of the case, and determine whether the 
petitioner is entitled to a certification or operating privilege under this section or is 
subject to suspension, cancellation, or revocation. 


Section 30. A uniformed police officer, state trooper, state law enforcement 
officer, state marine police officer, county sheriff, a deputy, or a member of a 
municipal police force, may arrest, at the scene of a boating accident, any opera- 
tor of a boat or vessel involved in the accident If upon personal investigation, 
including information from eyewitnesses, the officer has reasonable grounds to 
believe that the person, by violating Section 32-5A-191, contributed to the acci- 
dent. The law enforcement officer may arrest the person without a warrant 
although the officer did not personally see the violation. 


Section 31. (a) It shall be unlawful in this state for any person to violate the 
federal laws or rules regulating the horsepower of the engines of the vessels 
operating on the waters of this state. 


(b) Any person violating this section shall be guilty of a Class C misdemean- 
or that is punishable, upon conviction, as provided by Sections 13A-5-7 and 
13A-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. Any person so convicted shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars ($100). 
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(c) The effective date of only this section shall be five years from the 
effective date of this act. 


Section 32. For the purposes of this act, the term “vessel” shall be as 
defined by Section 33-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 33. The Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
may implement and enforce reasonable and necessary rules and regulations to 
enforce this act. 


Section 34. Law enforcement officers while performing their duties shall be 
exempt from this act while enforcing the speeding and regulatory laws pursuant to 
this act. No law enforcement officer shall be personally exempt from Section 
32-5A-191. 


Section 35. The State Department of Education shall require a segment of 
the approved driver education curricula to include boating safety in Alabama, 
beginning with the 1994-95 school year. The boating safety curricula shall be 
approved in writing by the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources 
and the State Superintendent of Education. 


Section 36. All other laws in conflict with this act are hereby repealed to the 
extent of their conflict with this act and Section 33-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975, 
are specifically repealed. 


Section 37. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 38. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Representative Carothers offered the following amendment #2 to the bill, 
S. 280, as amended: 


To amend S. 280 as substituted on page 6 line 17 by adding a new 
subsection (b) as follows and to re-letter subsequent sub-sections accordingly: 


*(b) In the case of a vessel or other device described herein, where the 
operator of the vessel or device is stopped by an enforcement officer of the 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources and the operator is suspected 
of operating the vessel or device under the influence of alcohol or a controlled 
substance as described in this section, the enforcement officer shall be authorized 
to administer and shall test at the scene by using a field breatholyzer or other 
approved device as a screening device to determine if the operator may be 
operating a vessel or device in violation of the provisions of this act.
